It is from the shady side of human nature that we gain our 
deepest insight into buman character. The sunny side, with 
its brilliant heroisms and large generosities, is a little too 
dazzling and bewildering. ‘The jitsrature cf the Divorce 
Court, if it is not a very pretty dish to set before a yourg 
princess, offers to the student of human ways and actions 
more iateresting problems and startling facts than the litera- 
ture of charity dinners. In like manner, a petty trial which 
recently took place in Sheffield, England, is likely vo tell us 
more of the real thought and feelings of a certain portion of 
the English population upon the subject of marriage than any 
elaborate Social Science essay. It apprars that three young 
mep, being anxious to play a practical joke upon one of their 
companions, published in the S/efield Independent the follow- 
ing advertisement, from which we omit the name :—“ To sin 
gle young women.—A young man wishes to meet with a 
partoer for life. Avy young lidy feeling disposed, apply by 
letter, ——, auger filer, St. Mary's Road, Sheffield.” 

This stam advertisement procured many responses, with 
which we are at present concerned. It is well known that a 
number of periodicals devote a portion of thcir space to such 
annovacements, and encourage a correspondence between 
young women and young men desirous of marrying. Doubts, 
however, bave been thrown on the genuineness of these com 
munications; aod, indeed, one cannot wel! believe in the au 
thenticily of proposals of marriage purportiog to come from 
daughters of colonels, and baronets, and rich merchants, de 
scribing the writers as of the most prepossessing appearance 
and furnished with £800 or £10004 year. Shop-girls may, and 
probably do, use these vehicles of communication with young 
mea upaltached ; but we should s#y thata merchant's daugh 
ter, with £500 a year in her own rigbt, and provided by Pre 
vidence with an angelic face, a charming temper, and a pretty 
figure (all of which advanteyes the girl herself faithfully sets 
forth), was not likely to be driven by lack of suitors into 
Writing to the editor of & penny periodical, In the cxse be 
fore us, the majority of the answers to this mock adver ise 
ment tear an unmistakable stamp of genuineness about them. 
None but # man of profound genius could bave invented the 
artless revelations of character the y exhibit, the unconscious 
Grolleries of style, and the diversity tuat marks them ; whil 
it may be taken for granted that men of profound genius do 
not spend their time in answering advertisements in the 
Sheffield Independent. The first of these suswers with which 
we ae furnished, exhibits no marked characterist es beyord 
& business-like brevity and a certain amount of caution Io 
the mock advert sement quoted above, it will be noticed that 
W.L offers no inducements wuatever, does not state his 
social porit op, or make any reference to bis personal appear- 
ance. Nor 8 the following correspondent more explicit upon 
her side :—* Aperi! 5,1869. Sir—Seeing Advertisement In tve 
Independent toat you are in Wantsapertoer for “fe soi hoffer 
myself as @ Candate But Betoare there is much more car 
esspondenc I should like an intearew with you.

THE JEWS IN ENGLAND. 

On a dark December day, three hundred and four yeare 
ago, body of men assembled in the long ga'lery of White- 
hall to discuss the daikest topic on which the wit of 
Roundhead trooper and Puritan divine had ever been em- 
ployed. Cromwell sat in the chairof stst>. Below bim were 
the Lord Chief Baron, the Lord Chief Justice Glynn, Lord 
Mayor Draper, Sheriff Thompson, and a host of preachers— 
Dr. Owen, Dr. Goodwin, Mr. Cradock,,and others, then 
known to City madams and Whiteba!l beauties as the most 
popular preachers of their time. Well-worn Bibles lay be- 
fore them on the board of green cloth; old monkish chroni 
cles, old Acts of Parliament, old Court records, were also 
heaped about. The tomes had‘ been searched for evidence ; 
the best lawyers had been employed to state the cess, and the 
Talmudists bad been consult:d as to facts. The purpose of 
the meetirg was to deduce from the prophetical Scriptures, 
trom t.e aucient Jewish writings, and from the actus! statutes 
of the realm, the duty of English statesmen, living in a 
righteous common wea!th, towards the people of God. 

The subject had been brought before Cromwell in a strik 
ing way. A learned Dutch Jew, called Manasseh bea Israel, 
had come over from Am*erdam to lay the cause of his peo- 
ple before the Council; and the Protector, even in the stress 
of his great schemes, took up the tale, and summoned his big 
men of the law and divinity to debate the matter in his own 
presence. 

In those days no Jew could openly live and trade in Eng- 
land. Now and then a Jew came over into the land—came 
over a8 acourtly physician, a princely traveller, or a wealtby 
goldsmith ; but, in order to evade the law, and deceive the 
mob, he had to put on a foreiga air, and pass as either an 
Arab, an Italian, or a Portuguese. Spain herself had not 
whipped the holy race with sharper thongs than the island 
which once had been their happiest home. 

The Puritans were warm admirers of the Jews. They 
talked old Testament. They called their sons David and Ab- 
ner ; their daughters Miriam and Hepbzzbab. They regarded 
the Commonwealth as a new Israel, and Cromwell! as a mo- 
dern Josbu:. Some of the foreign Jews partook of these 
fancies. They thought the Lord Prot:ctor might prove to be 
their Messias, and they sent a deputation to England to make 
strict inquiry into Cromwell's pedigree, expecting to find 
in his ancestry some trace of Hebrew biood. Under his 
Protectorate they hoped to come back to their ancient Eag- 
lish homes. 

Cromwell sat in his chair of state, with the open Bible 
before him, and with a petition from a learned Jew in his 
hand, It was a very adroit petition, and the writer of it was

The paper went on to say that no country which 
favoured that race had ever failed to flourish, though it re- 
frained from citing tlhe examples of his second proposition. 
Last'y, it prayed the Lord Protector to repeal the laws, 
passed’ under the kiogs, agsiust the Jews, aud to permit a 
synagogue to be built in London. 

he author of this pt tion was Manasseh ben Israel, a Jew 
of Portuguese descent, then living in Amsierdam—a man of 
fine culture and unquestionable pty. Eng ish ambassadors 
had been received io the Dutch capital, not only by the Go- 
vernmcnt, but by the churches. Not the least esger to bail 
the new Commonwealth were the Llebrew merchants, and a 
grand reception was accorded to ber ministers in ihe syna 
gogue, Manasech took advantage of this visit to urge upon 
Cromwell the recall of his people from their long exile. 

Cromwell favoured the petition. The Lord Chief Justice 
and the Lord Chief Baron reported against maintsioing the 
old s'a'ule of exclusion. Tue Lord Mayor and Sberiff de- 
clared that the City was willng to receive the Jews as 
bretbrep. But the old enemies of the Jews were still strong. 
The clergy, even the Puritan c'ergy, could not see their way 
to such liberal concessions as the lawyers and cit'zens were 
prepared to make. To the divinee, a Jew wae a man of a 
stiffaecked race, who had rejected the true Messiah and put 
the Son of God to a shameful deatb. Owen, Cradock, and their 
bretarep, turned over the leaves of prophecy. Manasseh bad 
very skilully fallen in with Puritan ways ol thougbt; hinting 
that the Judgment was at band, and the day of final recon- 
ciliation nigb. Cromwell, struck by this suggestion, urged 
the divines to adopt a healing policy; but the preachers held 
to the doctrine that the Jews were a God-alandoned people, 
unfit for association with Christian men. Cromwell's elo- 
quence was highly praised ; and the subject being ope which 
he knew, he probably spoke beyond bis usual style; but 
neither Giynn’s law nor Cromwell's eloquence availed in pre- 
sence of these hot divines. The clergy stood out; and even 
after Hugh Peters and two other advocates of Manasseli's 
scheme were addei to the conference, the clergy were obsti- 
nate and powerlul enough to delcat Cromwell’s plan, 

But the Lord Protector was @ law unto himself, If a re- 
guiar act could not be obtained, empowering the Jews to se'- 
Ue in Kogland once again, not as “ kiog’s men,” but as cit'- 
zens and equals—men with legal rights—he could and would 
permit them t> come in as “ Protector’s men.” In that qua 
lity a few of them came back from Amsterdam and Leyden. 
Under Cromwell, they had no persecution to fear and no ex- 
actious to resist. They came back on sufferance only; but 
they soon established a character in London which mace 
chem many friends. In a few years, opinion underwent a 
change : the clergy lost their power; the old abominable laws 
were ell repealed; and the Jew, who had ventured to come | 
home a3 a “ Protector’s man,” became @ peaceable aud pros- 
perous cit'zen of the real@. ; 

Among the Jews themselves, Cromwell is regarded as the 
man to whow, under God, they are chietly indevted for their 
happy return to a country which had cast them out for 400 
yeare. But Cromwell might never have called tbat confe- 
reace in the Long Gallery of Whi'cha)l had he not been u ged 
by Manasseb ben Irracl, the pious and able Portuguese Jew ; 
a copy of whose rather scarce Petition to his Highness the 
Lord Protector has been reprinted at Melbource in Australia, 
a city which is more populous than Jerusa'em, and which 
is built on a continent of which Manasseh never heard the 


name.

THE LATEST ENGLISH VIEW OF THE 
“ALABAMA” QUESTION. 


The London Zimes, in its issue of the 2let ult., reviews the 
latest aspect of the Alabama controversy, and says that the 
Americans, after rejecting a Treaty concluded by their own 
representative, and comprising at least as many concessions as 
Englishmen could be induced to make, have resolved on pro- 
posing nothing in returp. So far as they are concerned, the 
question will be left open for future occasions, but, in case Eng 
land should be uneasy under this suspense, the conditions are 
indicated on which it may be possible to treat. Mr. Sumner’s 
speech, sborn of its extravagance, must be taken as the basia 
of the new convention. On that ground the Americans will 
meet England, but no other ; and if she desires such a confer- 
ence, the overtures must proceed from her. That is the footing 
on which the care must now be presumed to stand, and, to a 
certain eztent, the position may be regarded as unobjectionable. 
If the ouly proposals to be expected from Mr. Motley were such 
as Mr. Sumuer’s speech suggests, it is certainly better he sbould 
make none at all, since the refusal with which be would inevi- 
tably meet might not be conducive to the results we are all 
bound to desire. So far his instructions have been judiciously 
framed, but whether the alternative of simple suspense w.!l 
prove equally politic is a question which remains to be solved 
The grievance of the United States is oot a material grievance ; 
it is only for the convenience of expression that it is presented 
in a material shape. The Americans do not venture to say in 
plain terms that England bas offended them by ber want of 
sympathy ; they know that ‘ unfriendliness” is not a breach of 
ijnternations! law. But they fasten on certain acts which may 
admit of discussion, aud they trace the origin of those proceed- 
ings to an uofriendly spirit, eo that in proposing or accepting 
negotiations ihey may claim to have that spirit itself, as weillfas 
the overt acts with which they connect it, submitted to the 
award of arbitrators. Ino plain English their averment comes to 
this—that except for the Queen’s Proclamation of Neutrality, 
the Alabama would never have been sent to sea. No reason- 
able American really believes in that argument, or supposes 
that the escape of the Confederate cruiser was due to concealed 
hostility; but the material results admit of representation, 
whereas the alleged causes do not. If Kogland bad been cou- 
tent to imagine a war without belligerents and @ blockade with- 
out neutrals, she would have beard little or nothing of avy accl- 
dents of the contest. Her offence is that she was not so con- 
siderate, and that want of consideration the Americans resent 
by insisting on bringiog ber to tris] for it. As such a charge, 
having never yet been preferred by one independent nation 
against another, could not stand alone, it is embodied in a claim 
of damages for lostes ensuing. Whatever may be the issue, 
England must be put upun ber defence for having an opinion of 
her own upon the American quarre], and even if she is not ulti- 
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mately directed to apologize, she must appear before the arbi 
trators with the liability to such a sentenee. That is the repa- 
ration which those who think with Mr. Sumner desire to obtain. 
That, however, will never be given, and never before in the 
history of civilized States was such a thing #0 much as asked for 

These being the real pretensions of the Americans in the 
Alabama controversy, the 7imes is free to admit with Mr. Sum- 
ner that they were ii|-slaced and unsuitably considered in the 
Treaty just rejected. It is true enough that the “ massive 
grievance” could not be fairly matched with mistakes in the 
matter of blockade-runners and maritime captures. The two 
things were not homogeneous quantities, and admitted no 
effectual comparison. If such questions as that of the Neu- 
trality Proclamation were to be brought before an international 
tribuoal at all, Great Britain’s true set-off would bave been, not 
certain false adjudications of Prize Courts, but the tone of 
Awerican opinion during the Crimean War and the Indian Mu- 
tiny. If she wae “ uofriendly” in 1861, what were the Ameri- 
caus in 1854, when they expressed undieguised sympathy with 
ber enemies, and unqualified delight at ber difficulties and 
dirasters? 

However, it may be truly assumed, that mach more was said 
on both sides than was ever meant, but the Americans may be 
asked to consider calmly what they bave to acknowledge, as 
well as to complain of, in the matters now actually in dispute. 
England die beyond doubt treat a Civil War in America as if 





it were an ordinary war, instead of regarding it as something 
altogetber exceptional and beyoud the application of ordinary 
rules. It is evea possible that the Confederates were eneou- 
raged by the recognition inevitably accorded to them by France 
aod England, but can any American with common justice limit 
his view to those points? It is no secret that the leaders of the 
Secession did build their hopes to @ great extent upon the action 
of Great Britain. They confidently calculated not only on “ re- 
cognition,” but on intervention, They believed that England’s 
position of neutrality—tbat very position of which the Ameri- 
cans now complain—must perforce have been abandoned for 
active ioterference. That such, indeed, would be the result 
sooner or later the Federals themselves anticipated. There 
was a time when the Americans would have made avy bargain to 
avert tuis dreaded intervention, and at that time England was 
pressed to intervene by an ally so powerful that if the combined 
weight of the two nations bad been thrown into the scale against 
the North, the Southern balf of the Union would never have 
been recovered. Yet Knogland resisted \beze solicitations, and 
endured the lors of the greatest trade in the world, ratber than 
depart from that neutrality for which she is now prosecuted. 
Mr. Sumner eays she is chargeable for half the war—do those 
who approve bis words forget that Jefferson Davis said the very 
same thing? The Confederate Presideot declared in the beat 
of the contest that, but for the prodigious supplies which the 
Federals drew trom Great Britain, the war would not have 
lasted six months. Mr. Adams io his correspondence with Lord 
Rarésell made admissions to the same effect. Ali iatelligent 
Americans koow that the conduct of the British Government 
during their Civil War either was, or was intended to be, void 
of offeace towards them. If the private opinions or sympathies 
of people are to be now made, for the first time in bistory, a 
subject of international litigation, the Americans should then 
ark themselves to what countercharges they would themselves 
be liable in a cause so founded ; but the wiser couree is to put 
such matiere out of the question altogether, and confine the 
tcope of diplomatic negotiations to such affairs as are within the 
cognizance of public law.

SIR FRANCIS HEAD AND MR. SUMNER. 


Sir Francis Head has supplied, says the Pall Mall Ga- 
zetle, a pertinent illustration of the genuineness of that hatred 
ot rebellion to which Mr. Sumner gave utterance in the United 
Rtates Senate. The facts, as detailed in his letter to the London 
Times, will not bear all the stress he lays upon them, inasmuch 
as there is no evidence that the “doctrine promulgated and 
practised by the State of New York” was formally accepted by 
the Federal Government. loa*much, however, as the decision 
of the State authorities does not appeer to have been repudiated 
or eveo questioned at Washington, it may, for the sake of ar- 
gument, be assumed, until the contrary is shown, that the 
Governor and Attorney-General of the State of New York were 
acting On a prive!ple recognized by the United States Executive. 
On the 2ist of December, 1837, Sir Francis Head, then Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of Upper Canada, applied to Mr. Marcy, then 
Goveroor of New York, for the ex radition of one Mackenzie, 
a citizen of Toronto, who stood charged with the crimes of 
murder, arson, and robbery of the public mail. It was not de- 
nied that, for the purpose of arrest and commitment, these 
crimes were sufficiently proved. But the authorities at Albany 
alleged that the complexion of the case was wholly changed by 
the circumstances under which Mackenzie had acted. He had 
contrived to invest a series of commonplace felonies with the 
majestic character of treason. Oa the 4th of December he bad 
appeared before the capital of the province at the head of 500 im- 
perfectly armed followers, and though his career was but of short 
duration, since he was forced three days later to make his es- 
cape across the frontier in disguise, it was long enough to give 
him a claim in the eyes of Mr. Marcy aud his Attorney-General 
to all the rights and dignity of a belligerent power. “He had 
been,” writes the latter geutleman, “at the head of a mililary 
force, a force hostile to the Government, and seeking its sub- 
version and overthrow by violence.” In those early days Ame- 
ricans were not so alive to the guilt of insurrection as they have 
since shown themrelves. It does not seem to have occurred 
either to Mr. Marcy or Mr. Beard'ey that this little band of 
ruffians was “an odious combination of rebels.” Oa the con- 
trary, the Attorney-General goes on to say, “ It was a civil war 
—whetber just or unjust is not material for the present purpose 
to inquire ; it is enough that it was a state of open, public, and 
notorious war on one side to overthrow, and on the other to 
preserve the Royal Government.” Consequently, he argues, 
those who have committed the alleged crimes bave done so in 
the prosecution of a belligerent enterprise and “bave not for- 
feited a right to an asylum within the limits of an independent 
State.” RKelyiog on tiis opinion, Mr. Marcy declined to surren- 
der Mackenzie. 

We have no desire to stretch this parallel too far. But apart 
from apy value it may have as furnishing matier for a tu quoque 
argument against the United Siates, it is a curious illustration 
of the different light in which the American people regarded 
rebellioa before and after they had made trial ot it for them- 
selves, We are by no means anxious that the theory set up by 
Mr. Marcy and Mr. Beardley should become a maxim of inter- 
national law. If any and every act of armed insurrection is 
held sufficient to constitute a state of “ open, public, and no- 
torious war,” and by consequence to confer upon ll engaged 
{o it the immunities of political offenders. the consequevces might 
be extremely embarrassing. But at the time with which Bir 
Francis Head's letter is concerned this exaggeration of the doc- 
trine of belligerent rights was in no way shocking to the Ame- 
rican mind. Mr, Beardley characterizes it ay “a principle of 


enlightened spirit of the age” What would the New York At 
torney-General have said if he had been told that five and) 
twenty years later his countrymen would refuse to the formal 
secession of seven powerful States that character of “upen, 
public, and notorious” belligerency which be had no hesitation 
in conferring upon a Toronto printer, who bad commanded for 
just three days, the precarious obedience of 500 followers, 
ames, maby with sticks, many with pikes, and the rest with 
rifles ? 

The cases are not exactly parallel, however, although Sir F. 
Head argues that Mr. Marcy in thus acting acknowledged belli- 
gereocy, and that if he wasin the right, so are the Eoglish in

the Alabama case. The analogy, nevertheless, seems incom 

plete. Mr. Marcy merely pleaded the right of asylum, which 
the Americans have never denied. Had Jefferson Davis fled to 
Canada, nobody would bave expected England to give bim up. 
The complaint that M‘Kenzie levied forcesin New York is more 
to the point; but was this ever made to the American Govern- 
ment? Mr. Marcy was nobody in t'e eye of international 
law. 





Current Topics. 


The Suez Canal is rapidly approaching completion, and 
the Viceroy of Egypt regards the opening as a matter of so 
great political importance that he intends to invit: person- 
ally to great festivals, which he prepares in honour of the 
event, the Sovereigns of thore empires which are most int:r- 
eetec—namely, the Sultan, the Emperors of Aurtria and 
France, and the Queen of Fogland. It is likely, however, 
that in a few years a still shorter road tothe East will be open 
by the construction of the Turkish railways, the cost cf which 
is to be defrayed by the great loan of 800,000,000t. which 
Daoud Pacha has succeeded in negotating in Paris. These rail- 
ways will ruo from Brood, on the Austrian frontier of Bos- 
nia, to Sersjewo, and farther to Nissa, trom which one branch 
will be conductedj to the port of Salonichi and the second 
one to Constantioople. It is intended to continue the Turkish 
railway system io the future through Asia Minor end the va!- 
ley of the Euphrates to Baera, on the Gulf of Persis. From 
Brood the line will extend to the north-east, in the shortest 
direction through Austria aod Switzerland to Paris. Portions 
of the system are —s already, Others are in constructiou 
or conceded, The line from Paris to the Sea of Constance 
is already in management, and that from Feldkircb, in the 
upper valley of the Rhine, to Innsvruck will be regulated by 
& peculiar Jaw, which is now under consideration by the Aue- 
trian parliament. The difficult paseage over the Brenner, 
from lonsbruck to Sterzing, is long since finished. From 
Sterzing or Brixep, through the valley of the Rievz, over Lu- 
nichen, a!oug the Drau to Villacb, a railway is already pro- 
jected, and will be constructed by the Austrian Southern Rail 
way Society next year. From Villach to Klagenfurt, Mar- 
burg, t> Sissek, on the Save, a communication bas existed tor 
some years; only 70 miles remain to be completed. The 
track between Paris and Constantin: ple deviates very little 
from tue direct line between these two capitals. The cor- 
struction of this great continents! railway will not be difficult, 
and io general not expensive. All who comprehend the grea’ 
political and economical advantages to be secured by ts: 
great lines of trade and commerce will desire the speedy com 
pletion of so great an undertaking. 

A London firm of engravers ‘have now on view impressions 
from the seals of the four provinces of Canada, and the Great 
Sea! of the Dominion, just completed, with the gold medal that 
bas been struck in commemoration ot the union of the proviners. 
They are a)l designed and executed in a very high style of art, 
Of the seals, that for the Dominion is, of course, the largest. It 
represents the Queen, seaied under a Gothic canopy, aud hel! 
ing the ball and sceptre, while the wings of the canopy conta u 
the shields of the provinces—two on either side—hanging on the 
stem of an oak. These Gothic canopies occupy nearly the 
whole of the middle space of the seal; the ground between 
them and the border is covered by a rich diaper, and a shield 
bearing tbe Royal Arms of England fills the space beneath the 
centre canopy. The border of the seal bears the inscription, 
“ Victoria, Dei Gratia, Britanniae; Regina, F. D. In Canada 
Sigillum.” The seal is weil filled, as it suould be in a Gothic 
design, but it is not crowded; the ornaments are all very pure 
in style, and the whole is ip the most perfect keeping. The 
execution is not leas remarkable ; the relief is extremely high 
in parts (although it does not at first appear to be so, owing to 
the breadth of ihe composition), but, in spite of this difficully, 
the truth, sharpuers, and finish of every part have been preserved 
as well as they could possibly be oa a medal, or even oa a coin. 
The smaller seals for the proVinces are engraved on ove general 
design. The crown surmouuts a central shield bearing the 
Royal Arms, below which is a smaller shield, beariog the arms 
of the particular proviace—New Brunswick, Ontario, Quebec, 
or Nova Scotia, The Royal motto on a flowing riband fills up 
the space at the sides; a border adapted to the outline of the 
desiga runs outside this, and touches te circular border of the 
seal, containing the legend. These seals are no less re- 
markable for carefulness of execution than (he ove to which we 
have referred. 

The medal which has been struck to commemorate the con- 
fed. ration of the provinces is in solid gol!, and is so large and 
massive that ite value in metal alone, is £50. On the obverse 
there is a head of the Queen, for which Her Majesty receutly 
gave Mr. Wyon sittings; the reverse bears an allegorical de 
sign—Britanpia seated and holding the scroll of confederation, 
with figures represeatiog the four provinces grouped betore her 
Oatario holds the sheaf and sickle ; Quebec, the paddie; Nova 
Scotia, the mining spade ; and N«w Brunswick, tbe forest axe. 
Britannia carries ber trident, and the lion croucher by her side 
The following inscription runs round a raised border: —“ Ju- 
ventas et Patrivs Vigor Canada Lnstaurata, 1867.” The relief 
on this side is extremely bold, and the composition, modelling, 
and finish are such as to leave little to be desired. The treat- 








ment of the head on the obverse is broad aod simple; the bair 
is hidden by a sort of bood of flowing drapery, confined by a} 
plain corocet, and the surface is but liitle biokea anywhere 
The oruaments are massive rather than rich; there is a plaia 
pendant io the ear, and a miniature of the Prince Consort 1a at- 
tached to a necklace of very chaste design.

Company started on the 28th of July, 1866, less than three years 
ago, with a tariff of 420 a message, producing aa average of 
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20 messages a day, and yielding £505. On the 1st of November 
following, after three months’ trial of the £20 tariff, the price 
was ceduced to £10, and under it the daily average number of 
messages was increased to 64 and the average amount earnt 
per day to £579. This taritf was maintained until the daily 
average amount earot under it exceeded that under the £20 
tariff, and on the 1st of December, 1867, the directors, seeing 
the benefits derived from the reduction to £10, again reduced 
the price of messages to £5 5s., and this sum was charged until 
the 3ist of August, 1868, exactly nine months, and the number 
of messages received under it more than doubled the number re- 
ceived under the £10 tariff, and increased the daily earnings to 
£56. The price of messages was again reduced on the Ist of 
September Jast to £3 7s. 6d., wheu the average number of mes- 
cages increased to 216 a day, and the earnings to,£645, or £10 
a day higher than the sum earned uoder the £5 5s. tariff.” 

The efficiency of the English Naval Reserve has been tested 
by a cruise, and so far with the greatestsuccest. Two thousand 
men, more than were expected, presented themselves, and all 
accounts agree in affirming that fiver fellows were never seen. 
They are prompt, obedient, and “ respectful,” like the work, 
and have nothing to learn except the use of the rifle and the 
working of the large gune. The man-of-war discipline does not 
annoy them, and the only charge brought ageinst them is that 
they “‘do too much,” are, we suppose, the least thing fussy. 
They will soon unlearn that, zeal being the easiest of all vices 
to subdue, and they will acquire a prejudice in favour of the 
Royal Service to replace the faint traditional prejudice 
against it. Tbe vessels composing the squadron left Portland 
on the 15th May, and sailed westward. The Agincourt, with 
Mr. Childers, Sir Sidney Dacres, and other gentlemen con- 
nected with the Admiralty, on board, led the van. ‘The spec- 
tacle presented on the squadron leaving the harbour is said to 
bave been very five, but the atmosphere became hazy toon after 
they left, and the vessels were soon out of aight of the shore. 

The colonists of New Zealand are againin trouble. They 
seem unable to get their arméd constabulary into working ord r, 
Tito Ko»omaru on the West Coast eludes Colonel Whitmore 
with bis 500 men, Te Kooti, the insurgent reported dead, has 
reappeared on the East Coast, and another group of Europeans, 
eight in all, bave been murdered in Taranaki, where Lieut. 
Gasgoyne, bis wife and three children, two settlers, and a well- 
known and much respected missionary, the Rev. Jobn White- 
ley, have all been found dead. The murderers have escaped, 
and it has teen found necessary to retain her Mejesty’s 18th 
Regiment, who were uoder orders to quit the colony. 

The huge Blue-Book just ‘ssued upon local taxation in Eng- 
land and Wales shows that it now amounts to 16} per cent. 
upon the annual rateable value of the couatry, and 15 per cent. 
upon the grors estimated rental. The total now amounts to 
£16,660,459, or nearly double the cost of the civil administra- 
tion of the United Kingdom. Of this enormous sum the poor- 
rate is £11,061,502, or nearly the cost of the Army, and even 
wore eutirely waste, for the Army does not, at all events, de- 
moralize the national character. Financiers sometimes com- 
plain that nothiog remains for them to do, but here is work for 
the s'rongest of toem. One-half, at least, of all these rates are 
levied, not upon protits, but upoo the machinery for producing 
profits, and a large portion of the remainder is spent in cou- 
vincing Englishmen that it is needless to provide for old age. 

The Emperor of Aastri a closed the Reichsrath, in person, on 
the 15:b ult., in @ speech in which be ccngratulated the mem- 
bers on the compromise with Huogary; on the improvement in 
the finances—accowmplished by taxing the public crediior; and 
on the religious laws, which bis Majesty trusts will afford 
foundation for * peaceful and harmon ous co-operation between 
Church aad Schooi”—not State, as Reuter puts it. He ename- 
rales the reforms introduced, the laws which ensure trial by 
jury for Press offences, the gradual extinction of feudal tenures, 
the freedom of mouey-leading and the right of civil marriage, 
regrets the abstinence of the Czech deputies from the 
Reichsrath, declares that the Constitution is the ground upon 
which a common home can be built for all the nationalities of 
Austria, aud believes that the new Army organiz-tion and the 
new order of things together will guarantee that peace “ of 
which the Empire is so much in want for its internal develop- 
ment.” The greatest present danger of Austria, the diecontent 
of ber German subjects with the ascendancy of Hungary ia the 
councils of (he Empire, is, of course, not meationed. 

The proverbial fickleness of “the many-headed monster” was 
never better illustrated than by the case of Ex-Mayor O’Sulli- 
van, of Cork. A few weeks ago he was the most popular man 
in his city, cheered whenever he showed his face, or opened his 
mouth ; now there are “ none so poor to do him reverence.” At 
the election of the new mayor, the mob made a rush at him, aod 
the most violent abuse was heaped upon him whea it turned out 
that he had voted against the popular candidate, a Mr. Nagle. 
Mr. Alderman W. Hegarthy, a moderate liberal, was elected to 
the Mayoralty, on the 21st of May, by an overwhelming majority. 


The Spanish Cortes have passed the Moxarchy clause of the 
Constitution ; so that pow the nation has nothing to do but to 
catch its king. Montpensier is again epoken of as having a great 
chance ; but avother solution of the difficulty is hinted at. 
opete, in a speech which produced a great sensation, admitted 
that he thought Montpensier the most desirable solution, but 
““warned the Assembly that a Republic, a Monarchy and Re- 
gency, seemed equally impossible.”

Hiscellanea, 


The submarine telegraph cabie between Denmark and 
Liebau (Russia) bas just been successefully completed by Mr. 
W. T. Hevley, of North Woolwich. The total Jength is about 
300 nautical miles in two sections, one being from the island of 
Mcen to Bornholm, and the other from tbat place to Liebau 
The former section was completed last December, but the 
weather prevented the steamer La Plata, which had both sec- 
tions on board, from attempting to lay the latter till the present 
time. A further section of the same system of cables to be laid 
between Scotland and Norway is near completion at Mr. Hen 
ley’s works, and will be laid this month, weather permitting. 

The departure of the German expedition to the North Pole is 
fixed for June 7. The Germania and the steamer Harmonix 
will proceed direct to the Island Jan-Mazen, and then go north 
ward and endeavour to discover an opening in the ice between 
the 74h and 76:h degrees of latitude. If by the end of August 
the expedition should not bave succeeded, the vessels will go 
and pass the winter eilher at Spitzbergen or at Gilsiand, and 
resume the enterprise in 1870. 

Prince Alamayou, the son of King Theodore of Abyssinin, 
by his only legitimate wife, daughter of a Prince of Tigre, has 
been residing for the last year in the Isle of Wight, and bas, it 
js stated, progressed rapidly in his studies, But Captain 
Speedy, having been nominated to an appointment in the 
Oudh Commiesion, is (according to a military contemporary) 
naturally anxious to take it up. The Prince, now about nive 
years of age, is understood to be desirous of accompanying his 
guardian, to whom he is much attached, but doubts are ex- 
pressed as to the advisability of exposing the Prince, who is a 
delicate child, to an Indian climate. 

The irresistible tendency to challenges in speed bas led to ve- 
locipede races, just as certainly as to horse and boat races. 
Paris, we are told, is all alive in this way. In the Bois de 
Boulogne, and on the suburban roads near the capital, such 
races are conducted under all sorts of conditions. Asa skilful 
velocipedestrian can do his twelve or fourteen miles an hour, and 
can continue this for four or five hours at a stretch, there is cer- 
tainly a potentiality of contesting arather formidable race. In 
one instance two Frenchmen challenged each other to do the 
greatest amount of distance in twenty-four hours: one accom- 
plished 87 miles, and then yielded ; the other spun along until 
he bad accomplished 123 miles. On another occasion a party o! 
nine persons went from Rouen to Paris between an eight o'clock 
breakfast and seven o'clock dinner, the distance being 85 miles. 
Very recently, in Eogland (for the fit, be it obrerved, is coming 
upon them also), three velocipedestrians went from London to 
Brighton at the rate of eight miles au hour—a part of the way 
at nearly double that rate. At Liverpool there is a velocipede 
race club, the members for which competed on a revent occasion 
for a tilver cup; the winner accomplished eight miles in 44 
minutes—he only “knocked down one boy.” Many useful ap- 
pliances of the velocipede have been euggested—such as to save 
the overworked legs of the rural postmen ; to carry reconnoiter- 
ing outposts in the van of arfarmy; to assemb’e lifeboatmen 
quickly at their place of rendezvous; to accommodate country 
coc ors and country parsons in their round of visits among 
widely-ecattered villages. Indeed, utility was more held in 
view than mere amusement by the early inventors; for one of 
them, M. Drouze, succeeded in inducing the French Govern- 
ment to mount a certain number of rural postmen upon ve!o- 
cipedes; but an accumulation of ice and snow put a stop to the 
euterprise, which had not vitality enough to revive, Our City

Banks in Sept., 1861, to the end of the year 1868, the sums re- 
ceived from depo-itors, with interest accrued thereon, have 
amounted to £27,153,571, and the repayments to £15 486,916 
‘The total number of deposits in this period was 8 770 653, avd 
of withdrawal 2.745 845, making in all 11,516,496 transactions. 
It was cetimated beiore the establishment of there banks that 
the average cost for each transaction would be 7d.; it has 
proved to be a fraction less, viz., 6.924. 1,677,950 accounts 
were opened in the whole period, and 712,796 were closed ; 965.,- 
154 remaiced opened at the end ot the year 1868. The amount 
then due to depositors, £11,666,655, showed an average of more 
than £12 due to each, or about half the average in trustee 
saviogs banks which have been much longer establiethed. The 
proportion of deposits in the Post Office Saviogs Banke, which 
are of a permanent character—investmen s in fact—continues (o 
increase; but these banks are still used by a considerable 
number of persons as merely temporary places of 
deposit. In the year 1868 the sums drawn out were 
equal to about one-third of the entire deposits than in the 
bauks, about two-thirds of the amount of the deposits of the 
year ; and the deposits received in the year were equal to about 
half the amount of the total sum due to depositors. The value 
of the securities in which the Post Office Savings Banks fund is 
invested exceeded the liabilities by £207,745 on the 31st of De- 
cember, 1868. The deposits in the Post Office Savings Banks 
were but little over four millions sterling in March, 1864; at 
the end of 1866 they exceeded eight millions; by this time they 
exceed twelve millions.—The Registrar-General reporis that 
there were only 176,729 marriages in England in the year 1868. 
Although the population of Zogiand is increasing, we must go 
back to 1863 to find so small a number of marriages in a year. 
It must be inferred that the prospects of the body of the people 
were not bright in 1868. The ratio is only 8.16 marriages per 
thourand of the estimated population. The ratio of the pre- 
ceding ten years, 1858-67, was 844 per thousand. The ratio 
was below the average in every quarter of the year 1868. 


A recent Mail from the Cape of Good Hope, brought intelli- 
gence of the discovery of a diamond weighing 834 carats, and 
valued at £32. 000. It is ssid to have been for some time in 
the possession of a Caffre, who was at last induced to part with 
it for 500 sheep and a few cattle. Over 40 diamonds are re- 
ported to have been found by natives; and it is asked, What 
would a systematic search by experienced men not bring to 
light? Scepties say, however, that the diamonds never were 
tound at the Cape at all; that if they existed, the natives are

The London Times is now printed by new machinery so per- 
fect and so simple that it takes but one engineer and three la- 
bourers to print off the whole edition of the 7imes. The prin- 
ciple of the machine is that the paper is not cut into sheets 
before it is printed, but is brougtt to the machine in a long roll, 
It passes through the machine, is printed on both sides, and is 
divided as it passes out, the whole process being automatic. 
The idea has long been worked at by engineers, but has only 
lately been practically carried out, under the superintendence of 
Mr. awe ay the engineer who has charge of the whole Zimes 
machinery. Tbe new machinery is called the Walter Press, in 
honour of the chief proprietor of the Zimes. It will quite su- 
persede the Hoe machioe, and is an improvement upon the 
admirable French Marinoni machine upon which the Hecho is 
printed. 

That Victor Hugo has a great reputation nobody can deny, 
but that his reputation will be increased by the publication of 
“ L’Homme qui Rit” we decline to believe. Tre work has 
1,400 pages, and we are not exaggerating in stating that it con- 
sisis mainly of a gross caricature of English manners, laws, cus- 
toms, and society in the reign of Queen Anne. That there are 
pages of the book written in the captivating style peculiar to 
the author must be admitted, but taken as a whole it must be 
considered as a mistake. One cannot understand how the au- 
thor, after enjoying the hospitality of England for so many 
years, should devote his time to writing a distorted and insult- 
ing description of the manners and customs of the country 150 
years ago. The absurdities the writer falls into by assuming 
that the charters of Atheistan and Alfred are the laws by which 
the people were governed during the era of the Stuarts, and the 
total incapacity for uuderstanding English history cali forth a 
lavgh of derision. 

All the gutta percha core of the new French Atlantic cable 
has been completed. The total length of the line manufactured 
is 3,350 miles, of which 2,700 miles have been shipped on board 
the vessels appointed to take part in the expedition, which is 
expected to start iu June. The line, it may be noticed, will 
consist of two sections—one extending from Breet to the Is!and 
of St. Pierre, and the other connecting St. Pierre with the main- 
land. The landing place on the American coast, will, it is un- 
derstood, be Cape May, New Jersey, opposite the Delaware 
River. Three ships will be engaged in laying the new cable. 
These are the Great Hastern, the Scanderia, and the Wiliam 
Carey. The Ureat Eastern has at present on board 2,100 miles 
of the deep-sea line, and the Scanderia 450 miles_of the United

The remains of the Jate Daniel O'Connell, which have rested 
since bis death in a temporary grave in the Glasnevin Ceme- 
tery, Dublin, were removed, as we before intimated, on the 14th 
of May, with great ceremony, to a mausoleum prepared for 
them in another part of the Cemetery. This mausoleum is still 
unfinished. Its original design included a mortuary chapel, a 
round tower, and a memorial cross, bat only the tower bas been 
completed. The coffia is now placed in a crypt at the base of 
the tower. This second funeral was attended by from 8,000 to 
10,000 persons, among whom were about 200 of the clergy, and 
a large number of the friends and political associates of the great 
Liberator. It had nothing of a “‘ national” character about it, 
but was altogether a religious ceremony. A grand pontifical 
High Mass was celebrated at the crypt by the Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Bombay, and the Cardinal Archbishop Cullen per- 
formed the burial service. The 14th of May was the anniver- 
sary of O’Connell’s death, which took place in 1847. 

The total distance pierced by the Mont Cenis tunnel at the 
close of April, 1869, was 10,719 yards, leaving 2 858 yards still 
to be completed. The dist pierced in the last half of April 
was 69 yards, or at the rate of 1,656 yards per annum. At thie 
rate the tannel will be completely pierced in January, 1871, 
although a few months will be occupied in completing the 
maronry works, approaches, &c. It is expected, however, 
that trains will be running through the tunnel before the clo 
of 1871.

One of the most famous sportsmen of France, M. Sallon, 
has just died at Lanvollon. Some time before his death he 
made a calculation of the quantity of game he shot during his 
life—not in dattues, recollect, but fairly in the open ground. 
In round numbers, there were 5,000 haree, 10,000 rabbits, 
20,000 partridges. As to smaller game, such as quails, land- 
rails, etc., the numbers were incalculable. Then he slew 
1,500 foxes. Thirty-six old wolves also appear in the ist, and 
eight mad dogs. He took about fifty years to make the 
execution, and the money value of the game he killed is com- 
puted at above £4,000.

Sir E. Wetherall, Under-Secretary for Ireland, died at the 
Lodge, in the Phcenix Park, between 7 and 8 o’clock p.m., on 
Tuesday, May 26. He bad attenved to the duties of his office as 
usual during the day, and had taken horse exercise in the 
afternoon. e complained that the horse had pulled strongly 
and somewhat wearied him, but he was in ful! dress, about to 
proceed to a dinner party at Sir Joseph Napier’s, when 
he. died almost without a moment's warning. Sir Edward 
Wetheral! was son of the late General Sir George Augustus 
Wetherall, G.C.B., Governor of the {toyal Military College, 
Sandburst. He served in Canada during the rebellion of 1837 
and 1838. During the Crimean war he was Assistant Quarier- 
master-General, and was present at the battles of Alma, Bala- 
klava, and lokerman, and at the siege and fall of Sebastopol. 
He acted also as Deputy Quartermaster-General of the Turk- 
ish Contingent at Kertch, and was subsequently Director- 
General of Land Transport ic the Crimea. In China he 
served also as Deputy Quartermaster-Genera!, and was ap- 
pointed chiéf of the staff of the Central India Field Force in 
the Indian Matiny. In the campaign of 1858 he commanded 
the South Oude Field Force, and from 1865 to 1868 he was 
Deputy Quartermaster-General at bead-quarters. 

Sir Thomas Maryon Wilson, eighth Baronet, of East Bourne, 
in the county of Sussex, who died suddenly at Folkestone, on 
the Sth May, was the eldest soa of Sir Thomas Maryon Wilson, 
the seventh Baronet. He was born April 14, 1800, and was 
educated at St. John’s College, Cambridge, where he graduated 
M.A. in 1823. He was deputy lieutenant of Kent, and was 
appointed Major of the West Kent Militia in 1852, and Colonel 
in 1853. He was never married, end is succeeded by his only 
surviving brother, now Sir John Maryon Wilson, who was 
born in 1802.

After the war was over, he was promoted to the rank 
of brigadier general and created Count of Lucena. In 1840 
he supported the cause of the Queen-mother Christina, and 
was compelled to take refuge witb herin France. In 1863 
the Marshal resigned bis political offices because the Queen 
refused to dissolve the Chamber. Two years later he returned 
to pewer at the head of a new Ministry, but within a few 
months was replaced by Narvaez.

In the House of Commons, on the 13th of May, Sir J. Hay 
asked the Secretary of State for War whether, under existing 
circumstances, he intended to carry out his plan of reducing 
the forces in Canada. Mr. Cardwell said instructions had 
been given for the removal trom Canada of a portion of Her 
Majesty’s forces ; the order was now in the course of execution, 
and it was pot the intention of the Government to counter- 
mand it. Colonel North, in consequence of that answer, 
would ask whether it was intendec that any troops that 
remained should be left in such a state of efficiency as to 
numbers that they would be prepared for any emergency. 
Mr. Cardwell said that due regard had been paid to what was 
required by circumstances in the redistribution of Hir 
Majesty’s troops. The Judge Advocate- 
Genera! has drawn up an order, which has bea approved by 
the War Oifice, and which the Horse Guards have been direc- 
ted to issue, expressly torbidding the continuance ot rebrand- 
ing military offenders. It is not improbable, too, that the 
next report of the Royal Commission will condemn the 
system of branding altogether. Cross-cupping is also ex- 
pressly prohibited. The first 
practical trials of some of the new projectiles for the Indian 
bronze field guns were made at Shoeburyness on May 12.

Tne Swiss have given them up 
as too complicated for use in the ficid,and the French have 
put an end to their trial of Vetterli’s system. A!most all the 
armies of Europe are of opinion that the new weapon has 
been too hastily adopted, and are about to recommence their 
experiments with other breech-loaders..—— — 
———The Paris Patrie, in an article detending the French 
military system from certain charges brought against it by 
various journals, says it has been maintained that Prussia 
could muster a force of 900,000 men, and that France is 
far from being able to do the same. “‘Vhis,” adds the Patrie, 
“is a complete error. Circumstances at this moment are all 
pacific ; but were this state of things to be modified, we could 
muster a force far superior to that of Prussia,and take the 
field with a rapidity of movement that would astonish the 
whole world.”

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Summary of Foreign News. 

The dispatches from Cuba during the week have not been 
voluminous We are informed that the fillibusters who were 
landed in the Bay of Nipe have been vigorously pursued by 
the Spen'sh troops, and that a “heavy engagement” has 
taken place on the Peninsula, between the Bays of Nipe and 
Banos. The Spanish official reports state that four cannon 
and all the ammunition brought by the fillibusters were cap 
tured. A previous dispatch announced the death of one of 
their leaders, Manuel Juarez. Another “ heavy envagement” 
is reported to have taken place at Puerto Padre. ‘Ihe Cubans 
assert that, within a month, three cargoes of arms and amn.u 
nition have been Janded in Cuba for the insurgents. Captain 
Geveral Dulce, who is suffering trom # cancer, resigned on 
the 2 inst., and Don Easpinar is acting in his place until the 
arrival of Gen. Caballero de Rodas. Considerable excitement 
prevailed in Havana. ‘The latest dispatches assert that 
the volunteers compelled the resignation of General Dulce ; 
that they also compelled the resignation of the Governor 
of Matanzas, and that they are at present really the 
governing power in the Island. Advices received by 
Cuban sympathisers at Washington, represent that the 
fillibusters who landed in the Bay of Nipe had succeeded 
in joining the Cuban main body, with a loss of 45 killed 
and wounded, and in saving their artillery, arms and 
ammunition. A second expedition, numbering 475 men 
which left the United States on the 2th irst., is also said to, 
have landed and joined the insurgent forces, 

From Spain we learn that, on the 1st inst., the Constituent 
Cortes finally adopted the new constitution by a vote of 214 
ayes and 55 nays. After the vote was declared Senor 
Figueras, amid much enthusiasm, announced that the re 
publicans, though opposed to those clauses of the constitu 
tion which provided for the establishment of a monarchy, 
would support and follow them. The motion made by the 
republicaus that the standing army in Spain be reduced from 
85,000 to 25,000 was lost by a vote of 173 aganst 56. The 
Cortes is now engaged in signing the Constitution which will 
be promulgated on the 6th inst. General O'Donnell, while 
speaking in the Cortes against the proposed reduciion of the 
army, was seized with apoplexy and died in the chamber. 
The appointment of Gen. Caballero de Roda as Captain Gen 
eral of Cuba, was gazetted on the 29th inst, On the same day 
600 additional volunteers sailed from Cadiz for Havana, 
Admiral Topete informed the Cortes that 600 political prison 
ers from Cuba were now at Fernando Po, but they would soon 
be transported to the Canaries. At the advice of her friends 
it is said that Isabella has declined to abdicate the Spanish 
throne in favour of her son, Serious disturbances are re 
ported at Malaga and Seville, but the detai!s have not been 
given. 

Mr. Motley received the addresses of the American and 
Liverpool Chambers of Commerce on the 3ist ult. In reply, 
Mr. Motley said that it was the earnest hope and chief wish 
of President Grant’s Administration, ani of the people of 
America, to cultivate faithfully, friendly, and equitable rela 
tions with the Government and people of Great Britain. The 
happiness of the world, the advancement of civilization, and 
the best hopes of humanity depended upoa the concord of all 
branches of the human family—more especially on that of 
two leading nations, both connected by public and personal 
interests, allied by blood, addict»d to commerce and the cu! 
tivation of the arts of peace. Mr. Motley concluded as fol 
lowa: My most strenuous efforts sha‘! be devoted to further a 
good understanding on the basis of enduring friendship and 
kindly feeling, in accordance with the great principles of 
justice and honour, which are the immutable and only safe, 
unerring guides in the conduct of nations. The London 
journals comment favourably upon the peaceful tone of the 
address, The Daily News hopes that Minister Motley will 
assist England to forget the treaty which was recently reject 
ed. The Standard felicitates Mr. Motley cn his recent speeches, 
and hopes that England will be able to reciprocate his 
sentiments. The Hrening Standard says it believes America 
does not wish for war in the utter absence of any reasonable 
motive for war. Mr. Motley’s assurances are well-timed and 
appropriate. The Standurdis confident that as soon as the 
irritation caused by the too animated discussion of 
the questions at issue subsides, men on both sides of the At 
lantic will be ready and eager to hold out their han Js to each 
other. The correspondence between the covernment of 
Great Britain and the United States has been pablished in 
London. The Irish Church 1] passed the House of Com- 
mons, on its third reading, by a vote of 361 against 247 on the 
Sist ult. It was read for the first time in the House of Lords 
on the Ist inst., and it was agreed that it should come*up for 
a@ second reading on the 14th inst. It is said that the Torics 
throughout England are organizing meetings 
against the bill. In the House of Commons, on the 2ad inst 
Sir Harry Verney, member for Buckingham, inquired what 
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| clined to enter on the general subject of the colonial policy of 
the government, he intimated that part of that policy was 
| to throw the cost of self-defence on each colony. Measures 
| to that end had beea partially taken, and they would be ex- 
|tended next year. He had no doubt that the arrange- 
| ment for the cession of the Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
\territory would receive the ratificalion of the Canadian 
|government. The question was not one of purchase only, but 
also of development, colonization and civilization, which 
had hitherto been virtually closed. If the scheme were suc-

| Atlantic Ocean to the Pacific. He believed that all the inte: - 
jests of British Columbia lay in connection with those of 
| Canada, and every facility would be given to forward them. 
| Sir Stafford Northcote, member for Ncrth Devon, thought 
| that the Canadians were better able to decide for themselves 
what action they would take io the matter. Viscount Bury 
regarded Canada as the future highway to the Indies and the 
East. Much had been said and written about the incorpora- 
tion of the British possessions with the United States. He 
ridiculed this idea, and said that by such a course the colo- 
| nies had everything to lose and nothing to gaiv. Mr. Adder- 
| ley, ma mber from North Staffordshire, and formerly Under 
Secretary for the Colonial Departmen’, regarded the arrange - 
ments as detailed and explained by the government as emi- 
nently satisfactory. On principle, he generally disapproved 
of the system of government guarantees, yet he would vote 
in favour of this. Right Hon. Mr. Moneel!, in reply to Mr. 
Charley, said he thought an appropriation of a loan for the 
Intercolonial Railway to pay the debts of Carada would not 
be illegal, considering the precautions taken to render the 
same available when needed. In the House, on the 1st inst. 
Mr. Moore moved that a special committee be appointed to 
inquire into the treatment of untried Irish political prisoners. 
Mr. Fortescue, Chief Secretary for Ireland, believed that the 
complaints made of the ill-treatment of these _pris- 
oners were exaggerated; but he thought political pris- 
overs awaiting trial should be beld under the super- 
vision of the government officers, and not kept in 
county jails. A(ter remarks trom Messrs. Gray and Maguire, 
condemning the present system of bolding untried prisoners 
in confinement, the House divided on the motion and refused 
to appoint the committee by a vote of twenty against eighty- 
four. A formidable riot occurred at Mold, North Wales, on 
the 24 inst., in which several lives were lost, and many per- 
sons injured. An attempt was made to rescue two prisoners 
in the hands of the Sheriff. The Sheriff and his guard re 
sisted manfully, but the mob being too etrong, it was found 
necessary to call out the military force, which tired upon the 
rioters, killing four of them instant!y and wounding many 
more. At the date of the last despatches the town was quiet, 
and the prisc ners et'll in custody. In the House of Lords on 
the Sd inst., the bill for the Creation of Life Peerages passed in 
Committee, with an amendment limiting the number of Peers 
to be created under its provitions to two annually. Sir Staf- 
ford Northcote has nominated Mr. George Peabody to be 
trustee of the Hudson Bay Company, vice Sir E. Emerson 
Tennent, resigned. 

The Associated Press Agent has youchsafed no further elec- 
tion returns from France, but announces that the well-known 
Jules Favre has been declared not elected, and that he will 
contest. The official journals assert that the elections extin- 
guish the old parties and leave the Liberal Empire opposed 
by only a few revolutionary candidates. Ministers Burliogame 
aod Washburne gave a farewell banquet to General Dix at 
the Grand Hotel on the 29:h inst. Over 250 guests were 
present. The Government has sent Ernest Burdet to Mexico 
to look alter French interests in that country. 

It is ramoured in Vienna that Ismail Pasha’s tour, which 
will extend throughout Europe, is for the purpose of deter- 
mining the question whether the Suez Canal is to be con- 
sidered a subject for the neutrality of all nations and for all 
time. Hon. John Jay, American Minister to Austria, has had 
a special audience with the Emperor and present:d his cre- 
dentials. The Protestant Congress at Worms is attended by 
twenty thousand persons, including representatives from all 
Ure States of Germany. The Congress, by a unanimous vote, 
resolved against the Papal exboititions to return to the 
Roman Church, and denoanced the encyclical lcttor and sy!- 
jlabus. The idea of a United German Church is mooted. 
|The Parliament of the Zoliverein assembled on the 3rd inst 

at Berlin. The session was opened with a speech celivered 
in the name of the King. The speech announces the ext:n- 
sion of the Zollverein, assures Hamburg that her commercial

winter, instead of the commencement of the hot, rainy season, 
this success might go far toward terminating the struggle in 
favour of the revolutioniste. Unfortunately tor them, how- 
ever, during the next four months military operations will be 
difficult, if not impossible, in that climate, and all new levies, 
whether Spanish or Cuban, on the Island for the first time in 
the summer, will be placed hors du combat, if not killed out- 
right, by the vomitc, and other kindred maladies. Thus we 
conclude that, if, as is alleged, three valuable cargoes of arms 
and ammunition have been recently Janded in the insurrection- 
ary districts, the insurgents will not be able to take immediate 
advantage of their good fortune. On the other band, it seems 
to be equally difficult for the Spaniards to operate sucessfully 
and definitively against « foe that is rarely to be met in force 
in the open field, or at apy one point, but infests the in 
terior and carries on a veritable guerrilla warfare. To thor- 
oughly occupy the whole of the Island in the military sense 
of the term, would require several more thousand troops than 
the Spanish authorities have at their command, and herein lies 
the extreme difficulty of quelling the Cuban insurrection. 
The insurgents sre neither numerous nor well-armed, but 
they have the advantage of operating in a locality where the 
citizens are favourable to them, and of an intimate acquaint- 
ance with its topography, which enables them, when pressed, 
to retreat to fastnesses where regular troops cannot follow 
In this way the war may be prolovged until the Spaniards 
place force enough in the field to “stamp it out,” or the 
Cubans have been sufficiently reinforced to render it prudent 
for them to assume the offensive. Neither of these contin- 
gencies are likely, we think, to occur before the autumn, until 
which time we shall probably witness the same indecisive 
continuation of the struggle that we have witnessed for the 
last six months. 

The recognition of the insurgen‘s as belligen's by Peru, 
whose example will probably be followed by other South 
American Stats, will, it is trae, give them a moral support, 
but without a navy, or the means of purchasing one, the im- 
mediate benefit to accrue from it cannot easily be seen. In 
the case of Peru, the step was doubtless prompted by enmity 
to Spain rather than friendship for the Cubans, and will not, 
we think, be productive of any immediate results. The re- 
signation of Gen. Dulce and the appointment of Caballero de 
Rodas as Captain-General of the Island, is much more likely 
to immediately affect the fortunes of the Cubans. The for- 
mer was compelled to resign his position by the rapid ad- 
vances of a terrible malady, and the successor chosen to fill 
itis not one who will be likely t> pursue a policy of modera- 
tion and concession. This, it 18 asserted, Gen. Dulce was in- 
structed t» do on his arrival in Cuba, but he found the insur- 
rection grown too powerlul, and the feeling of the Spanish 
residents of the Island too bitter to permit him to carry 
out this portion of his programme. The Spanish Home 
government having ineffectually attempted to offer the olive 
branch to the insurgents, now stretches forth the mailed 
hand. Gen. De Rodas, unless his cotemporaries greatly 
malign him, is not a man to incline unduly to the side of 
mercy. His mode of treatment of such of the insurgents as 
may fall into bis clutches, will probably be short, sharp, and 
decisive. How such a course will affect the general result 
remains to be seen. It would seem, however, that nothing 
could now intensify the bitter hatred mutually entertained 
by the Spaniards and Cubans foreach other. Gen De Rodas 
may be able to add to the horror of the struggle, hé may in 
cite the volunteers to the perpetration of fresh outrages, but 
we do not see how even the most brutal policy can affect the 
issue. That musi be decided in the field by the opposing 
forces; the day of compromise has gone by. It is now a 
question of brute force, and victory will probably perch on 
the standar«is supported by the heaviest artillery. 





The Irish Church Disestablishment Bill. 

The final passage of the Irish Church Disestablishment 
Bill on its third reading in the House of Commons by a vote 
of 361 against 247, marks another stage in the remarkable 
progress of a remarkable measure. A%though we have now 
become accustomed to the ease with which the administra- 
tion has overcome all obstacles in the Commons, we should 
not forget that at the beginn ng of the session the success of 
the measure was by no means assured. Some sort of Irish 
Church Bill was, of course, iaevitable; so much bad‘ been de- 
cided by the elections; but who could forsee that a Bill 
would be introduced which would run a perfectly smooth 
course? There were mavy quarters fom which difficulties 
migut have come. The English clerzy are, on the whole, de- 
cidedly hostile to the Bill; and, although they were nut able 
to carry the elections, yet, if the Government had seemed 
embarraseed and the House wavering, the opposition of the 
clergy might have proved a g¢rious obstacle. The retusal of 
Sir Roundell Palmer to accept the Chancellorship under a 
Government pledged to such a Bill, might bave brought many 
persons round to think that perhaps there was a misiake, and 
that, at apy rate, there was no occasion to be in too great 
haste. The fear cf Popery which pervaces the classes who 
draw their strong but simple notions of the Papacy from the 
“ Pilgrim’s Progress,” might also have shown itself in a 
movement against giving the compensation to Maynooth 
which justice imperatively demanded. How has it happened, 
then, that a string of amendments proposed by Mr. Disraeli 
have been so effectually wiped out that no one can remember 
even what they were; that the furious enemies of Maynooth 
have desisted from their endeavours to prevent it from re- 
ceiving compensation on the ayowed ground that they found 
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it utterly hopeless to go on; that there has not been the 
faintest whispering of doubt about the Bill in any Liberal 
constituency, and that the few Liberals who have occasion- 
ally differed from Mr. Gladstone in tue House, have done so 
with profuse apologies, and with affectionate hopes that he 
would look kindly on a little independence? All this is very 
remarkable, and strong causes must have been at work to pro- 
duce it; for there has been no excitement, no burst of popu- 
jar passion, such as carried Lord Gray’s Reform Bill. 

For the cause of this wonderful unanimity in a usually 
fractious and ungovernablé body, we must look not only to 
the admirable provisions of the bill itself, but to the growing 
desire on the part of all classes of Eog\ishmen to do justice 
to the sister Isle. The community of material interests is un- 
doubtedly the most material agent of change, but no one 
seems to be satisfied with the mere increase of wealth. Some- 
thing more is wanted, and this something more is found by 
one half of Europe in a sentimental direction—in the eulogies 
of brotherhood, in the pursuit of an ideal democracy, in the 
recasting of the relations of capital and labour; and by the 
other half of Europe in a practical girectfoao, in the passion- 
ate desire to be just. England naturally drifts in the latter 
direction ; she is naturally and properly afraid of great social 
changes, while her growing expericace in the working of a 
most diversified government has impelled her to serious re 
flection on the principles by which vast and varied masses of 
men can be kept under the same sway. Amid the uncer- 
tainties of all things, and witha fature lying before European 
society, the form of which cannot yet be discerned, English- 
men can at least be rigidly and honourably just. This is the 
feeling that moves England at present, and it is the force of 
this feeling that has pushed the Irish Church Bill successfully 
through the Commons. Nay, it will doubtless be powertul 
enough to carry it with flying colours through the Lords— 
where it has already passed a first reading—for however 
much the Peers as a body may dislike any measure that looks 
to the severance of Church and State, it is not probable that 
they will be able to resist the pressure of the national will in 
favour of justice to Irelund. That this sentiment fally ex- 
plains the various remarkable incideats in the history of the 
Bill, there can be no doubt. The passage of the Bill by the 
Lords will thus complete a great and praiseworthy uader- 
taking, crowning, as it will, a measure that will ever remain 
& monument to the best instincts of the English people. 
And that it will pass we may rest assured, not only from the 
progress it bas already made there, but from the prevailing 
sentiment of the English public, which now more than ever 
before in the history of England, is the great controlling ele- 
ment of national government.

We are clad to see @ disposition on the part of the public 
men of the Dominion of Canada to recognize the new respon- 
sibilities which have devolved upon them with the change in 
their form of government. The fatal defect of Canadian legis- 
lation has hitherto been its narrow, provincial character—a 
character, however, quite in keeping with the mental scope 
of the majority of those who have generally been called to 
the head of affairs. Now, however, the scene is changed, and 
the broader theatre in which the public men of British 
America are called upon to act, demands something 
more statesmanlike than the petty local ambition with which 
they have hitherto been satisfied. Weare glad, we say, to 
see a disposition to recognize this changed condition of affairs 
and to act accordiogly. Even the proposed Banking scheme 
of the present administration is a step in the right direction 
—in that it is national and not sectional—although the de- 
tails are sadly ill-conceived, and its operation, if adopted, 
would be most injurious. The proposed Court of Appeal, a 
bill for the establishment of which has been introduced in 
Parliament by Sir John A. Macdonald, also looks in the eame 
broadly national direction. But admitting this, and taking 
for granted the good intentions of the administration, it will 
be well to scrutinize the plan carefully before adopting it. 

The new bill proposes to create a court of jurisdiction 
somewhat similar to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
with the important difference, that it will not be, like that 
body, a court of final appeal—the appeal to England being 
still available. It is claimed, however, by the advocates of 
the measure, that this final appeal of all would be much less 
frequently taken if such a court as that proposed were once 
established. It is urged, on the other hand, that several serious 
objections may be brought against Sir John A. Mac- 
donald’s measure. The bill, among other provisions, 
proposes to retain the existing Court of Apreal in 
Ontario. The erection of the new court will thus add a new 
link to a chain already sufficiently long. There will be, in 
the first place,an appeal to the Court of Appeal for the 
Proviace, then to the Court of Appeal for the Dominion, and 
after that to England. It thus becomes a question whether 
the provincial Court of Appeal might not very properly be 
abolished. It is certainly a fact in favour of its abolition that 
the Provincial Bar—whose interest it is that courts should be 
multiplied rather than diminished—is in favour of such a 
step. It is objected to it, in the first place, that its decisions 
are usually given in accordance with the decisions from which 
appeal is made—the same judges who heard cases in the 
Queen's Bench, or Common Pleas, having to hear them again 
in the Courtof Appeal—and, in the second place, that as there 
are but three judges of the Court of Chancery in the Court of 
Appeal, chancery principles of practice have little chance as 
against common law. It is difficult to see how this could be 
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remedied, so long as the courts remain the same in number as 
at present. 

Another important point to be considered before the bill is 
passed, is thet authority in constitutional questions as be- 
tween the Dominion and the different provincer, is given to 
the new court, This is a very important power, but one 
which seems to be absolutely necessary. Ino this respect the 
Dominion stands in the same relation to the different provin- 
ces that the federal government does to the differcat States 
of the American Union, and it seems proper that there should 
be some body empowered to settle all questions arising 
between them. These and other provisions of the bill should 
be carefully considered, in order that the new court,when con- 
stituted, may be as free from reasonable Objections, and as 
valuable in the legislative and judicial administration of the 
affairs of the Dominion, as possible. 


Mr. Boutwell and the Finances- 

The statement of the public debt of the United States for 
the month of May, shows that the total amount of securities 
outstanding on the Ist of June, without deducting the amount 
in the Treasury, was $2,633,670,653, but, allowing for this cash 
on hand ,the aggregate was only $2,505,412,613 against $2,518- 
797,391 on the ist of May, or $13,384,777 less. It must be 
remembered, however, that no interest on any portion of the 
debt matured in the interval, and that interes! hereafier to be 
paid was accumulating, to that it would be erroneous to 
assume that the debt is being reduced at anything approaching 
this rate. Nevertheless if we go back to the statement, dated 
March 1, and compare it with the present one, we find that 
the decrease has been $20,050,646. What the net result will 
be after the lapse of a year cannot be accurately computed at 
this time, but the effect upon the public accounts for the fiscal 
year which ends op the 30th inst., will be obviously favour- 
able, and it certainly looks as if the country had now passed 
the turning point towards a gradual reduction of the princi- 
pal of the debt. The fact that Mr. Boutwell has found him- 
self in a position to put into practice the provisions of the 
sinking fund act, hitherto neglected, is a hopeful sign. At 
present he is buying United States bonds to the amount of 
a million weekly, and ¢eclling two millions of gold, but how 
long he will continue to do so is uncertain. Meanwhile, 
tbat he is abundantly able to make these sales is evident 
from the statement before us, the amount of coin in the 
Treasury, on the Ist inst., belonging to the ,Government, 
being $81,839,469, in addition to which there was $23,340,720 
represented by gold certificates of deposit in the bands 
of the public. It stikes us that Mr. Bont- 
well’s policy in the management of the Treasury, is both 
bolder and more sagacious than that of any of his predeces- 
sors since the ante-bellum period, and he merits the encourage- 
ment and approval of the financial and mercantile commu 
nity in his efforts to reduce the debt and improve the credit 
of the nation. 

The Pillory and Whipping-post in Delaware. 

The ancient whipping-post and pillory ia the town of New- 
castle, Delaware, were cut down last month—not, however, 
because there was no longer any use for them, but in order 
that new and more serviceable ones might be erected in their 
stead ; for, strange to say, thore instruments of torture are 
still freely resorted to for the punishment of criminal offences, 
whether smal! or great, under the Jaws of the State. Corres- 
pondents who have recently witnessed the barbarities inflicted 
upon human beings, white and black alike, in the name of 
justice there, bave furnished revolting details of scenes which 
area disgrace to modern civilization, and shock the Christian 
sentiment of the age. Surely the cultured citizens of Dela- 
ware, its ladies and gentlemen, do not look approvingly on 
these public displays of the physical degradation of their 
fellow-mortals. If so, it is time that they r: flected upon their 
indecency and inhumanity, entirely apart trom their efficacy 
asa means of preventing crime. To publicly exhibit men 
and boys of all ages in a suffocating pillory, and afterwards 
lash their bare backs until the blood flower, is to hopelessly 
degrade them, not only in their own eyer, but in those of their 
neighbours, to make it difficult for tuem to earn an honest live- 
lihood, end consequently to expose them to evil temptations 
in the future. Such punishment for a trifling offence would 
utterly break the spirit of a sensitive man not an habitual 
criminal, while it would only render a ca/lous and hardened 
offender the more desperate ani dargerous when at large 
again. Our objections are, however, more particularly urged 
against the barbarous nature of the punishment. It isan offence 
against civilization at the present day, and that the pillory 
and the whipping-poet should still survive in a State so cen- 
tral as Delaware, is no less surprising than it is lamentable. 
Such things disgraced England until a very recent period, but 
they have been banished by an enlightened public sentiment, 
—just as the burning of witches and kindred horrors were 
before them under the same influence. 





The Jerome Park Races. 

The opening of the races at Fordham, under the auspices of 
the American Jockey Club, has been the great sporting event 
of the week. This took place on Wednesday !ast—the Match 
Day, preliminary to the regular Spring Meeting, which com- 
mences to-day—on which occasion the weather was unforta 
nately the reverse of propitious, and, in consequence, the at- 
tendance was much smaller than it otherwise would have 
been, but the programme was duly carried out notwithstand- 
ing, four races haying been run, a summary of which will be

found in our sporting columns. To-day the formal meeting 
will doubtless be largely attended, the programme, which we 
give elsewhere, being very attractive, while the weather, at 
this writing, bids fair to be all that could be desired. But 
for the distance of the course from the city, which makes the 
drive there and back some what inconveniently long, it would 
be a place of even more popular resort than it actually is 
while the meetings of the Jockey Club are being held. Never- 
theless this objection will gradually lose its importance, as the 
city extends its limits westward. The races thus inaugurated 
will be continued on Tuesday, the 8th inst., Thuraday, the 10th, 
and Saturday, the 12th, and with this, the fourth day, the 
Spring meeting will terminate. It is needless here to particu- 
larize the events to come off, but we may remark that the 
entries are large, and that some of the best racing-stock in the 
country will compete for the honours of the turf on the 
appointeddays. There is a growing love of horse-flesh with a 
desire to improve the breed of horses in this country, and the 
Jockey Club, more than any other sporting organization, is 
doing much to promote legitimate sport and clevate the 
character of the turf in America. 





A Messenger of Peace, 

It is reported that Mr. George Peabody, the eminent phil- 
anthropist, who Jefe England by the steamer Scotia for New 
York on Saturday last, is coming to the New World as a 
messenger of peace from the Old. His presence here will be 
welcomed, and his mission, if such it is, gratitying ; but it 
may be that his friends mistake bis motive, and that he has 
no more apprehension of war between Great Britain and the 
United States than we, or the American people, have. But 
should canger really arise, we have no doubt that Mr. Pea- 
body would exert himself in the interests of peace, and thus 
be a benefactor to his country, to Englend, and to the world, 
in a wider sense than he has yet been, even with all bis many 
and magpiticent charities. His personal influence on both 
sides of the Atlantic is very great, and, in view of his illustri- 
ous antecedents, it cannot but be for good in whatever cause 
it is exerted.

Watt Street, Fripay Evenina, June 4, 1869; 

The wealthy bu!l combivations on the Stock Exchange, 
which have dwarfed individual speculators who once exerted 
4 controlling influence over the market into insignificance, 
still hold the reins of power, and the railway monopoly, 
headed by Mr. Vanderbilt and his satellites, is growing by 
what it feedson. This week new consolidations have been 
reported, on the strength of which Michigan Southern at one 
time rose to 1184, and Lake Shore to 115. What has been 
done, or what.is to be done, has not, however, been officially 
made known, and the street is consequently befogged on the 
subject, a condition of affairs which gives rise to many con- 
flicting rumours. New York Central, Hudson River and 
Harlem have been firm, but free from excitement, the 
greatest activity having been in tue Western railway sbaree. 
On Monday afternoon Cleveland and Pittsburgh suddenly 
advanced from 99 to 108 on the rumour of a twenty-five per 
rcent. scrip dividend, but it subsequently reacted alike 
with the general market, the tendency of prices 
on Wednesday and Thursday having been ion most in- 
stances downwsrd. Meanwhile, money, which had previ- 
ously been easy at six and seven per cent., became active at 
the full legal rate, the inference to be drawn from which is 
that the bears hammered stocks ard “locked up” money toa 
limited extent simultaneously. The besrs are, however, it is 
fair to say, neither numerous nor couregeous, their jong run 
ot ill-luck having rendered them too timid to be successful 
while the bulls hold well together. Prices are, however, in 
most instances, inflated to a highly dangerous point, and the 
severest panic in the history of the Stock-Excbange will, in 
all probability, follow the present rise, which is not justified 
by real values and has only a speculative basis, although rail- 
way property for some years past has undoubtedly been 
steadily appreciating in value. Pacific Mail has been dull at 
prices varying from 804 to 83, and the publication of the 
Company's annua! balance sheet, which was construed unfa- 
vourably, bad no effect in imparting buoyancy to it. 

United States stocks were strong at the beginning 
of the week, but they subsequently became dull, and 
declined slightly im sympathy with gold, which has 
sold down to 138, the publication of the national debt state- 
ment, referred to elsewhere, baving had some influence in 
depressing it. 

The transactions in foreign exchange have been rather 
light, and the rates for sterling at sixty bave ranged from 109 
to 1092, while short sight bills were quoted at 1093 @ 110}. 
The government sold, as usual of late, a million of gold on 
Monday, and another million on Thursday, and bought a mil- 
lion of United States bonds in the meantime. 

In consequence of the continued dullness of trade, and the 
almost entire absence of speculative transactions, the demand 
for discounts is very moderets, and the best grade of commer- 
cial paper passes at 7 @ 8 per cent.

Tbe Dominion notes in circulation on the 5thof May amounted 
to $4,095,000 ; specie held by the banks, $914 400; debentures 
helu by the Receiver-General, $200,000 ; diecount on American 
invoices for the ensuing week, 30 per cent. It is said that On- 
tario and Quebec will resist the proposed increase of the debt 

and the special subsidy to Nova Scotia unless corresponding 
amounts or the equivalent be allowed in reduction of the debt 
of the late Province of Canada. If this is acceded to, it will 
entirely wipe out the excess of debt of over $62,500,000. The 
Ontario representatives contend that the departure from Quebec 
resolutions by the delegates in England was witbout authority, 
and unjust to her; and the Nova Scotian proposition opens the 
question, and cannot be submitted to without the equivalent 
suggested. 





Sir Joho Lubbock, in a letter to the papers, mentions that it 
appears from the London clearing-house returns that the total 
amount passing through the clearing-bouse in the patt year bas 
been 3,584 039,000/., against 3,257 000,000/. in the previous year, 
showing ao increase of over 270,000,000/. As the amounts 
passing through on the fourth of the month are peculiarly in- 
structive, Sir Jobn adds that the amount for April 30 last was 
161,861,000/., against a corresponding amount for the previous 
year of 147,118,000/. The total amount for the twenty-four 
Stock Exchange settling-days was 550,622,000/., against 444 - 
430,000/. in the preceding year - 

Count de Bismarck, a# President of the Zollverein, bas just 
presented to the Customs’ Parliament of Northern Germany @ 
bill for the complete revision of the tariffs, and which measure 
forms anotber step in the direction of free trade. The Federal 
Chancellor proposes to abolish the Customs’ duty on a large 
number of articles, and to teduce iton other3; among these 
latter are cottoo and iron; be, however, wishes to impore a tax 
of fifteen silver groschen (two france) per hundredweight on 
petroleum. Germany does not produce any of that oil, and 
Count de Bismarck probably wishes to afford protection to that 
made in the country from various kinds of seed. The Castoms’ 
Parliament, however, rejected a similar proposal last year. 

The directors of the Union Bank of Scotland bave issued their 
report to the 2nd of April, which states that the balance of 
profit and loes account for the year, after providing for all bad 
and doubtful debts, is 129,067/. 16+, 11d,, to which there falls to 
be added the sum of 19,102/. 128, 4d. brought forward from last 
year, making in all 148,170/. 9. 3d. From this sum the direc- 
tors bave written off 5,000/ in reduction of cost of bank offices, 
leaving a clear available ba ance of 143,170/. 9s. 3d. ‘This sum 
it is proposed to apply as follows :—In payment of a dividend 
at the rate of 11 per cer. per annum, free of income tax, which 
will absorb about 110,000/.; to rest account, 20,000/.; and to 
be carried forward to protit and lors account, 13,170. 9a, 3d. 
The bunk’s rest or surplas profits will thus stand at 290,000/. 
exclusive of the provision for the "s dividend and the sam 
carried forward to the profit and lots account, which together 
amount to 123,170/. 9s. 3d. 

A British Parliamentary returo, moved for by Mr. Hunt, the 
Jate Chancellor of the Excbequer, shows what would bave been 
the effect upon the last seven years’ average exchequer balances 
at the close of each caarter if the taxes had been collected in 
the manner and at the dates now proposed. The average bal- 
ance on the 80th of June, 6,190,443/., would have been only 
4 340 4481.; the average balance on the 30th of September, 
4,140,5741, would have been only 1,690 574/.; the average bal- 
ance on the 8lst of December, 5,708,366/., would have been only 
1,058,367/. ; the average balance on the 31st of March, 6,420,- 
268/., would not be affected. 

The accovats presented to the sharebolders of the French 
Credit Foucier for 1868 showed a balance of profit of 
406,422/., of which, however, 55,6631. was brought forward 
from 1867. The balance admitted of the distribution of a divi 
dend of 2/. 14+. per share, while 29,076/. was carried to the re- 
serve account, and 53,346/. carried forward to the credit of 1869. 
The reserves had been increased at the close of 1868 to 375 4917. 
It is stated that the capital is to be increased. It is not likely 
to be doubled, but only increased to the extent of one-half, so 
that the holder of two old shares will be entitled to an allot- 
ment of one new share, the liberation of which will be effected 
by means of a successive re-division of the profits resulting from 
bonds of delegation. 

The quantity of shipping for sale in the Port of Liverpool 
pow smounts to the enormous aggregate of 124,788 tons, thus 
classified :—Colonial built sailing sbips, 39,510 tons; British 
built, ditto, wood, 18,464 tons; ditto iren, 5.226 tons ; foreign 
built, sailing ships, 10,943 tons; new sailing ships, iron and 
composite, 4.590 tons; screw steamers, 38,180 tons; paddle 
steamers, 7,835 tons. 

It is calculated that Russia has raised loans during the last 25 
months to the modest extent of 46,786,320/., or at the rate of 
close upon 2,000,000/. per month. A sort of promise is given 
that the Rossian Goveroment will contract no pew joan on its 
own a-count for the next eight months—that is, until the close 
of the year. But this promise does not probibit the Russian 
Government from author sing railway companies to make further

THE ALBION. 


The returo of the Bank of England for the week ending the 
19th of May gives the following results when compared with the 
previous werk :—Rest, 3164,488/.; increase, 12,549/.; public 
deposits, 4,932,228/. ; decrease, 748,606/. ; other deposi's, 18,004,- 
4491; increase, 539,351/ On the other side of the arcount:— 
Government securities, 14 070,798/. ; no change ; other securities, 
18,568,7801.; decrease, 735,061/.; notes unemployed, 7,359 3700. ; 
increase, 584,595/. The amount of notes in circu'a'ion ie 23, - 
337,2851., being a decrease of 282,685/.; and the stock of bul- 
lion in both departments is 16,808 940/., showing an increase of 
245,551/. when compured with the preceding return, As the 
amount of the foreign arrivals of gold vent in durtng the week 
was only 93,000/., a reflux from the home circulation must at 
length have occurred. The falling off in the Goveroment 
balances is attributable to the psymept of a million from the 
Iodia Council to the Madras Irrigation Company. 

The earaings of British railways per mile worked bave shown 
a steady tendency to increase upon the whole. In 1839 the 
total receipts per mile were 1,957/.; in 1850, 1.9941: in 1851, 
2.177/.; in 1852, 2.1412; in 1853, 2,345/.; in 1854, 25100.; io 
1855, 2.5802. ; in 1856, 2,660/.; in 1857, 2,559/.; in 1858, 2.5107. ; 
in 1859, 2,574/ ; in 1860, 2,661/.; in 1861, 2,629/. ; in 1862, 
2,522/.; in 1863, 2,528/.; in 1864, 2,667/.; in 1865, 2,700/.; in 
1866, 2,755/.; and in 1867, 2,770:. There is one discouraging 
circumstance, however, to be taken into account—viz, that 
while the working expenses of British railways were 46°33 per 
cent, of the traffic receipts in 1849, they bad increased to 54°57 
per cent. of the receipts in 1867. 

The annual account of the Post-office Savings’ banks in the 
United Kiogdom shows that in the year 1868, sums amounting 
to 5,333,638/. were received from depositorr, avd sums amount- 
ing to 3,669,809 were paid out to depositors. Including interest 
accrued, the balance due to deporitors at the close of the year 
1868 was no less than 11,666,655/. The charges.of manage- 
men* and expenses incurred in the year amounted to 61,8601 
The Russian Government bas by recent Ukase reintroduced 
the gold ducat of the value of three roubles. The standard of 
this coin will be that of the same as the half imperial ; it will 
bear on ove side the Imperial arms, and on the obverse the 
value and the weight, 81-96 of a zolotnik of fine gold. 

A Royal proclamation bas appeared in the London Gazette to 
the effect that all copper coins, coined and current by virtue of 
any proclamation prior to the 17th December, 1860, shall be 
called in and recoined, The proclamation aleo declares that 
none of the old copper coinage shal! be allowed to pase or be 
current in apy payment after the 3ist December next. 

The aspect of Belgian national finances dues not appear to be 
quite eo satisfactory as formerly. There will be no difficulty in 
meeting the ordinary expendit of Go t, but there 
would seem to be little probability of a surplus available for the 
prosecution of railways, roads, canals, pubiic edifices, school- 
houses, etc., unless recourse is bad to a new loan, or unless a 
serious addition is made to the public burthens. The Minister 
promises, however, to shortly submita “combination” to the 
Chambers for the attai t of the deeired object. 

The new joan of the City of Paris (which is to be devoted to 
the repayment of the French Credit Foncier of £10.000,000 ad- 
vanced on bonds of delegation) is to be for £10,400 000. The odd 
£400,000 is to be applied to the expense attending the issue of the 
loan. Of the £400,000, £104,000 is absorbed by the commission 
granted to the bankers with whom the loan has been contracted.

Its place, had the pro- 
gramme been properly arranged, would have been immediately 
before “ Genviéve,” which it somewhat resembles, and to which 
it would have appropriately led up. Musically it is, excepting 
** Blue Beard,” the best opera bowfe yet given on the American 
stage. Indeed, much of the writing would do credit to an opera 
seria, and rorely descends to the hackneyed themes with which 
Offenbach is so frequently satisfied. The first act opens with an 
admirable chorus and baritonegolo for Diriaticus (Chopin) and 
the Druids, who have one or two other choruses in the some act. 
A hunting chorus, which follows, ls also good. Landry (Mile. 
Rizarelli), and /’rédégonde (Mme. Rose-Bell), two peasants, then 





appear upon the scene, and the latter sings the “ Legend of 
Chilperic” toa charming waltz movement which is introduced 
in the overture, and in which is woven a couple of phrases from 
“Tl Bacio.” The grand entrance of Chilperic (Carrier) on a live 
horse then occurs, followed by that of the court doctor, Aicin, 
(Beckers) on areal donkey. The former sings, in his inimitable 
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way, the ‘‘Chanson du Jambon,” and the latter extols his pro- 
fession—that of quack. The remainder of the act is occupied 
with some very good concerted music, and several comical situa- 
tions. In the second act there is a page song that might be pro- 
fitably eliminated, (/ilperic's song of the “ Little blue butterfly,” 
and a very well written aria for Jandry. The number of the act, 
however, is the quarrelling scene between (hilperic and his mis- 
tress, /rédegonde, whom he, for State reasdns, wishes to discard, 
which, though long and elaborate, was rewarded by a persistent 
encore, Then we have the entrance of (ulusinthe, Chilperic’s be- 
trotred, and her travelling companion, Jon Nervoso (Francis), 
who have just arrived from Spain, and a bolero—the well-known 
one from Ambroise Thomas’ “ Mignon”—naturally follows. 
Frédégonde then enters with her household utensils in a hand- 
cart,and sings her ‘‘ Lamentations,” the music of which is a 
literal transcription from the “Sicilian Vespers,” and which 
leads to a series of ‘‘ family jars,” the act ending in an indescrib- 
able uproar, in which /rédéyonde’s “ effects” are effectually con- 
fiscated. There is much good concerted music in the third act, 
but the principal solo music falls to the share of Mile. Desclauzas 
as (/alusinthe. The finale is not so effective as that of the second 
act, The libretto was also written by Hervé, and cannot be 
anslyzed so as to give fhe reader any very accurate notion of the 
plot. The central idea is the finding of Fredeyonde by Uhilperic, 
who takes her to his palace, but afterwards discards her, as 
we have said. In the last act everybody seems to be seized with 
a mania for aseassinating everybody else, and the opera closes in 
a jumble of intrigue that requires much patience to understand. 
The several artists of Mr. Grau’s troupe are all seen at their best 
in the new opera, and the company will leave very agreeable 
memories behind it. The season will close next week. On 
Monday next Mile. Desclauzas, one of the most charming artistes 
who has ever visited these shores, will take a benefit. 

At the Fifth Avenue @pera House, notwithstanding tke depar- 
ture of Mile. Tostee, the campaign continues with unabated 
vigor. ‘La Perichole” will be sung this afternoon, and “ Barbe 
Bleue’’ this evening, in both of which Mile, Irma will personate 
Ler favourite characters, 





Drama. 


‘Sinbad the Sailor” was produced at Niblo’s Garden, according 
to announcement, on Saturday evening. The new burlesque is 
from the pen of the burlesque-writer for this theatre, Mr. Henry 
Farnie, who has been imported from London expressly to fill 
that position. Why Mr. Furnie should write burlesques for a 
livelihood is a problem which we confess our inability to solve. 
Certainly, if we may judge from the specimens of his ability in 
this line, that he has hitherto given us, we must conclude that 
he has altogether mistaken his vocation. As literary efforts, Mr 
Farnie's burlesques are generally beneath criticism, and even his 
best are so inferior to the productions of several local playwrights, 
that his importation becomes a most extraordinary proceeding on 
the part of two energetic American managers. “Sinbad” is de- 
cidedly Mr. Farnie’s poorest burlesque, thus far, and the far- 
fetched puns and bald attempts at humour are the, reverse of 
cheering. To produce the new piece the company has been some, 
what changed—in some respects for the better, in some for the 
worse. Among the new engagements is that of a Mr. Cahill, who 
makes ‘an excellent conventional Irishman; Mr. De Solla also 
appears, and does his best to render a stupid piece tolerable, by 
several operatic airs very wellsung. Of Miss Bessie Harding and 
Miss Maggie Desmond (also new arrivals), it would, perhaps, be 
unjust to judge, in parts so slight and insipid as /ajiz and Sdem 
(“ Bwells of the Period”’), but their stage presence is not so pre- 
possessing as that of several other English blondes who have 
made their first appearances at this theatre. Of the original 
Lydia Thompson burlesque troupe there only now remain the fair 
Lydia herself, Miss Pauline Markham, and Messrs. Beckett and 
Hill. Miss Clara Thompson appears as the Fuviry, and sings ef- 
fectively in the second act. The scenery is very good, from the 
frame of Voeghtlin, the ‘‘ Main Deck of the Ocean Steamer”’ being 
quite Pre-Raphaelite in its truthfalness to details. The “ Dia- 
mond Valley” and the ‘‘ Pigmy Capital” also, fully sustain the 
artist’s repatation. As to the acting, of course Miss Lydia, al- 
though but recently recovered from a severe illness, is kept con- 
stantly before the audience, and indulges in a gorgeous variety of 
costume. Mr. Beckett's part is a Protean one, which also neces- 
sitates a frequent change of costume. The burlesque is divided 
into two acts and thirteen scenes, and concludes with the perfor- 
mances of the Clodoche Troupe, four acrobatic dancers trom Paris, 
who go through a wonderfully grotesque quadrille to the intense 
delight of the “‘ gods."’ The dancing is amusing, but the costuming 
might be a little more decent, and still not be Puritanic. Al- 
though sinking rapidly, the local stage has not yet adopted quite 
all the eccentricities of the Parisian theatres. 

At Booth’s theatre, the “ Lady of Lyons” has been placed upon 
the stage, and the principal parts entrusted to Miss Blanche De 
Bar, Miss Fanny Morant and Mr. Edwin Adams. It will be 
played at a matinée to-day, and this evening. At Wood's 
Museum the last performances of ‘‘ Robinson Crusoe” are an- 
nounced. It will be suceteded by the burlesque of ‘* Mag and 
the Magpie,” and anew comic ballet Pantomime. At Wallack’s 
theatre the regular season will close this evening with ‘‘ Masks 
and Faces.” On Monday the Laurie Troupe will make their first 
appearance in the pantomime of “Mother Hubard.” At the 
Olympic the new pantomime continues to be presented to large 
houses, The Kiralfy Troupe—a company of Hungarian dancers— 
has been added to its list of attractions. It includes three princi- 
pals and a numerous corps. At the Grand Opera House, notwith- 
standing the deserved success of “ Patrie,” the last performance 
will be given to-night, as it has been determined to conclude the 
season with this evening’s performance. There will also be a 
matinée this afternoon. Itis announced that the theatre will re- 
main closed until the end of August, when the English actor, 
Fechter, and Mile. Carlotta Leclercq, who were engaged by Mr. 
Tayleure while abroad, will appear. at the Tammany, Mr. Lef. 
fingwell still appears as (lorinda. He also essays his popular per- 
sonation of Romeo Jaffier Jenkins, in ‘‘ Too Much for Good Na- 
ture.” At the French theatre, on the conclu ion of the operatic 
season, the Selwyn theatre comedians, from Boston, will appear 





in a series of their most popular pieces for a brief season. 
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Reviews of New Books. 


“ Waterloo (Cumics Scribner and Uo.), translated from the 
French of Erckmapn-Chatrian, is another of those graphic 
descriptions of the campaigns of the first Napoleon with 
which the readers of ‘The Conscripi” aid “ Thérdse” are 
already acquainted. There does not seem to 2 any falling 
off in the present volume, and it gains a peculiar interest 
from being a truthful narrative, amid a few ficti ious surround- 
ings, of the greatest battle of modern timer. The events of 
that terrible struggle are most vividly portrs ye?, and the por- 
traiture may be commended to young readers as giving a very 
accurat? idea of the details of a battle with which all youth 
should be acquainted. The description of the arrival of the 
Old Guard on the field at the most critical moment, is worth 
quoting: “ The soldiers of the Old Guard were nearly all old 
peasants born before the Republic; men five fret six inches 
in height, thin and well-built, who bad held the plow for 
convent and chateau ; afterward they were levied with all the 
rest of the people, and went to Germany, Holland, Italy, 
Egypt, Poland, Spain and Russia, under Kleber, Hoche, and 
Marceau “rst, and under Napo‘eon afierwards. He took 
special care of them and paid them liberally. They regarded 
themselves as the proprietors of an immense farm, which 
they must defend and enlarge more and more. This gained 
them consideration ; they were defending their own pro- 
perty. They no longer knew parents, r latives, or compa- 
triots; they only knew the Emperor; he was their God. 
And, lastly, they had adopted tue King of Rome, who was to 
inherit all with them, and to support and honour them in 
their old age. Nothing like them was ever seen; they were 
20 accustomed to march, to dress their lines, to load and fire, 
and croes bayonets, that it was done mecbanica!ly, ia a mes- 
sure, whenever there was a necessity. When they advanced, 
cariying arms, with their great caps, their white waistcoats 
and gaiters, they all looked just alike, you could plainly see 
that it was the rigbt arm of the Emperor that was coming. 
When it was eaid in the ranks, ‘The Guard is going to 
move,’ it was as if they had said, ‘ The battle is gained.’ But 
now, after this terrible massacre, after the repulse of these 
furious attacks, on seeing the Prussians fall on our flank, we 
said, ‘This is the decisive blow.’ * * * It (the Guard) 
came, and we could see it. Ney, old Friant, and several 
other generals, marched in front. We could see nothing but 
the Guard—the roaring cannon, the musketry, the cries fof 
the wounded, all were forgotten.” 

Men, Women and Ghosts (Fields, Osgood and Co.) is the 
fenciful title of a collection of ten short stories by Elizabeth 
Stuart Phelps, author of “The Gates Ajar,” five of which 
have already appeared in different periodicals. The talcs 
bear a strong impress of the New England femi- 
nine intellect, and are not devoid of a certain clever 
nese. The most powerful of the series is “The Tenth of 
January,” the dénowement of which is connected with the 
falling of the Pemberton Mill, at Lawrence, Mass. The stories 
that come under the head of “ Ghosts,” and depend for 
their interest on the supernatural character of the incidents, 
are the least effective of the volume. The perutal of Men, 
Women and Ghosts may serve to fill a vacant hour, but it 
does not realize the expectations raised by the publication of 
* The Gates Ajar.” 


Problematic Characters (Leypoldt and Holt) is the title of 
the first of a series of the works of Frederich Spielhagen, 
about to be published for the first time in this country. In 
Germany, Spielhagen’s place in literature is by no means de- 
finitely established. His admirers are numerous, while his 
detractors and unfriendly critics are not a few. Although 
Americans will oot feel particularly interested in the author’s 
violent tirades against the nobility of h's native land, nor in 
his cloudy philosophical speculations, they will! eti)l find Pro- 
blematical Characters a very readable fiction. Without stop- 
ping to detail the incidents of the story, it may be said that 
the characters are indeed “ problematical’’—not, perhaps, so 
impossible as they are rare. The pivots! incident of the book 
calls to mind the similar one in “ Jane Eyre,” where Roches- 
ter was tied to an insane wife. In the present case the situa- 
tion is reversec, as the husband is represented as inssne, 
while the wite falls in love with one Doctor Stein. The story 
is not concluded in the present volume, but is further carried 
out in “ Through Night to Light,” which will soon be re- 
published. 

The Lifeof John James Audubon (G. P. Putnam and Son) 
has been edited by his widow, and prefaced with an intro- 
duction by James Grant Wilson. From this we learn that 
the original manuscripts were placed in the bends of a Lon- 
don publisher in 1867, with the view of publication in Eng- 
land, and were by him confided to Mr. Robert Buchanan to 
edit. The latter, it appears, in the execution of the task con- 
fided to him, rejected fou:-fif.ns.f tbe material at his dispo- 
sal, and condensed the remainder into a single volume. Al- 
though Mr. Wilson implies censure of the English editor for 
his conduct in the premises, it is questionable whether the 
present volume (which is, with some slight alterations, a re- 
production of the one issued in London,) does not give all 
the facts regarding the great paturalist that the public care 
toksow. Better, a single volume, compact and readable, 
than five (with which we are threatened, if Mre. Audubon 
regains her manuscript) desultory ones, exceedingly miscel- 
laneous in their character, and containing details which 
only the most enthusiastic admirers of the deceased 
would care to know. Audubon’s reputation rests 
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\ 
on foundations too permanent in their nature to be 


affected by the mistakes of any editor, and in this 
age of books innumerable on subjects countless, the 
general reader, who is ambitious to “keep up with the cur- 
rent literature of the day,” feels most thankful to the editor, 
or author, who gives him the most compact collection of facts 
with the least possible amourt of verbiage. For the rest, the 
present volume is a very readable account of the adventures 
of this remerkable manin England and America, chiefly in 
his own words, the work of editing being confined to the 
presentation of the descriptions found in his journals. The’ 
Life is embellithed with a characteristic portrait and a vignette 
of Audubon’s home on the Hudson. 


Vanity Fair (Fields, Osgood and Co.) is the first of the series 
of the Household Edition of the Works of William Makepeace 
Thackeray about to be published. It is uniform with the 
Household Edition of Charles Reade’s Novels by the same 
publishers, and is embellished with a good portrait of the 
author. We regret to see, however, that, as at present 
arranged, an edition of only six volumes is contemplated, in- 
cludiog ‘ Vanity Fair,” “ Pendennis,” “The Newcomes,” 
“The Virginians,” “The Adventures of Philip,” “ Henry 
Esmond,” and “ Lovel, the Widower.’ Not # word is said 
of Thackeray’s delighiful earlier works, but we trust that 
these will subsequently be added. What the reading public 
has long needed, is a complete edition of Thackeray's works, 
including all his early works with whicb, from their infre- 
quext publication, the younger generation of readers is not 
acquainted. Such an edition, printed with even more care 
than the Household Edition, and illustrated, would net a 
handsome profit to any publisher who should undertake it. 


Mental Photographs (Leypoldt and Holt) is the title of an 





Album that is intended as the record, not only of the physi 
cal, but the mental characteristics of one’s friends. Questions 
are arranged on each page, of which these are specimens: 
“ What trait do you most admire?” “ What most detest?” 
““Who is your favourite character in history?” “ fo ro- 
mance?” “ Who is your favourite composer, artist, poet and 
poetess?” Whatis your favourite book to take up for an 
hour?” “ What is your favourite flower and colour?” “ What 
is your favourite woman’s name?” “ Man’s name?” “ What 
is your favourite perfume, fruit, tree, hour ia the day ?” etc., 
etc. These questions may be answered au serieuz, or the re- 
verse, and the Album thus made a merely amusing game, or 
a more or Jess Jaithful revelation of character, according to 
the ability and sincerity of the respondent. On each page is 
also a place for the photograph of the person answering, thus 
giving a delineation of both the outer and the inner man. 
The Album may be put to so many purposes of social enter- 
tainment that it will doubtless become popular. 


The Appletone publish the first part of the Principles of 
Psychology, by Herbert Spencer, which is confined to an 
investigation of “The Data of Vsychology.” In treating 
the subject Mr. Spencer discusses ‘‘The Nervous System,’’ 
“The Structure of the Nervous System,” “ The Functions of 
the Nervous System,” “ The Conditions Essential to Nervous 
Action,” “Nervous Stimulation and Nervous Discharge,” 
“ stho-Physiology ” and the “ Scope of ,Psychology.” The 
present work, of which “ The Data” is only a portion, forms 
the third in the series which is intended to illustrate the 
author's peculiar system of philorophy, and which includes 
“ First Principles,” “ The Principles of Biology,” “ The Prin- 
ciples Psychology,” “ The Principles of Sociology,” and “ The 
Principles of Morality.” 


The Messrs. Appleton have added two volumes to their 
Cheap Edition of the Waverley Novels—Count Robert de 
Paris, and The Surgeon's Daughter. These will be found 
to be characterized by the same clear type, good paper and 
neat binding which have made the preceding volumes so 
acceptable. 

We have received the prospectus and epecimen pages of A 
Canadian Dominion Directory, (why not “ Directory of the 
Dominion of Canada ?”) for 1870-71, which Mr. John Lovell, of 
Montreal, proposes issuing in September of next year. The 
work will contain a short description of the cities, towns and 
villages of the Dominion, as well as of the provinces of New- 
foundiand and Prioce Edward’s Island, together with the 
names of the professional and business men, and the princi- 
pal citizens. The subscription price will be $12 per annum. 
The work wil), doubtless, prove a very valuable one to the 
Dominion public, and we trust that Mr. Lovell will be en- 
coursed to proceed in his undertaking.

Art Notes. 


Mr. Boxall, R.A, has resigned the post of Dircc‘or of the 
British National Gallery, which he has he'd siace the death 
of Sir Charles Eastlake. 

At the sale of paintings belonging to Mr. M. Dellessart, P. 
Hooge’s five picture,‘ A Dutch Interior,’ was soli to the 
National Gallery ot England for £6,000’ The totel smount 
realised at the sale was £75,400, the total number of pictures 
being 340. 


The greater part of the sequestrated revenues of the ex- 
Elector of Hesse-Cassel are to be applied to the erection of 
a building wortby of the important collection of pictures in 
Sassel. 


Professor Blaser, of Berlin, has been trusted with the exc- 
cution of a colossal bust of Alexander Humboldt for the 
Central Park, New York. The figure will be of bronze, 34 
high, and is to be unveiled with appropriate ceremonies in 
September. The artist received this order by the Atlantic 
Cable, and the bust must be finished and sent off in July. 

The success of the Exhibition of the Royal Academy in 
Burlington House, Piccadilly, London, proves to be fuliy as 
great as was anticipate’. The public have, in numbers beyond 
precedent, shown appreval of the handsome rooms, and 
appreciation of the Exhibition, which by common consent is 
considerably above the average. Such has been the con- 
course of visitors, that the new rooms, though of an area 
nearly double the old, are so crowded that favourite pictures 
can with difficulty be seen at al), lo the first week the num- 
ber of visitors amounted to over 31,000, aa average of more 
than 5,000 per day; at which rate the total, by the end of the 
season, may reach 403,000. This indicates that the takings at 
the doer will be in excess of £20,000, to which muy probably 
be added £5,000 on eale of catalogues, makiog a total of, say, 
£25,000 as the year’s receipts in the new building. How 
greatly the fortunes of the Academy are improved by the 
change may be judged from a return which states that “the 
average receipts from the Exhibition for seven years, from 
1853 to 1859, was £7,801 32. 6d.” Again, when we reach 1864, 
we find the following nag Song he receipts of the Royal 
Academy bave this year Oo enormous, amounting to 
£12,384, which is upwards of £2,000 more than bas ever 
before been taken. The extraordinary number of 57,000 
catalogues was sold at the door.” Thus the preceding data 
would seem to indicate that this season the receipts may 
double the above maximum of £12,384, which, as we have 
seen, was designated at the time “enormous.” There ap- 
pears, , good reason to believe that the new Academy will 
prove financially a brilliant success, and, if successful finan- 
cially, many other fine things may ensue. 

Toe strength of the British Royal Academy this season 
rests quite as much on its new building as on the works ex- 
hibited by certain of its memberr. By common consent sc me 
of the worst pictures in the Exhibition are by Academicians 
and Associates. Of the former there are at least seven, 
of the latter there are at all eveats two, who could have little 
chance of a place on the walls bad they to rely on merits in- 
stead of on verted rights. It is in mercy that such works, 
which usurp the best places and disfigure the Exhibition, are 
passed quietly by without notice. The President possibly 
hinted at some of these sad cases when he said that it might 
be hoped the Academy would find itself in a position to ex- 
tend charitable aid to the less successful members of the 
profession. 

The British Archeological Society of Rome has wound up 
its proceedings for the season in a very creditable manner, 
The weekly lectures and excursions were continued as long 
as there were any English or American people remaining in 
Rome to attend them. Mr. Parker concluded with an ac- 
count of the most recent excavations up to the present time, 
and announced that they would not be continued during the 
summer for want of funds. The latest discovery is the Re- 
mains of the Therm of Severus and Commo/‘us, on the op- 

ite side of the Via Appia to those of Antoninus (Caracalla) 
€ announced tnat the “ Lecture on the Ancient Streets of 
Rome, and the Roads in the immediate neighbourhood,” had 
been printed for the use of members, with an engraving to 
show the natare of the fose-ways or hollow-ways. He also 
gave notice that the Society’s room fitted up with the large 
collection of drawings and photographs, would remain open 
for a week, for the use of any of the Komano or German ar 
cheologists who might like to avail themselves of the oppor- 
tanity. The invitation was accepted by a considerable num- 
ber, including several persons of ranown as arch >log'sts or 
hiswriaos, and some of high rank, iocluding at least one of 
the cardinals, 





HANDSOME IS THAT HANSOM DOES.—THE 
HANSOM CAB COMPANY. 

New York is at length promised a real boon in the way of 
cabs. ‘The Hansom Cab Company was iacorporated last 
month with a capital of a quarter of a million of dollars each, 
which is now being rapidly sut scribed for, we understand, 
ten og Messrs. Duncan, Sherman and Co., and the Company 
intends to commence tions as soon as two thousand 
sbares have been eo, from which it is to be in- 
ferred that we shall not have to wait !ong for the luxury in 
store for us. The rates of fare by these cabs, as prescribed by 
the Company’s charter, be low to an extent, as yet 
unknown in this city. Single passengers will be charged 
thirty cents per mile and two persons lorty cents, or seventy- 
five cents per hour for one and a dollar fortwo. The ca 
are to be kept on the stands all night, but between midnight 
and 6 A.M. fifty per cent extra fare will be charged. More- 
over, the Company’s prospectus tells us that the Directors in the 
interest of the public at large, and of the Shareholders, intend 
reducing the price as soon as practicable to twenty cents per 
tiie for oné, and twenty-five cents for two persons ; and fifty 
cents per hour for one, and sixty cents for two persons; the 
intention being to give the inhabitants of New York and 
Brooklyn the venefit of good, commodious and quick travel- 
ing, at rates which will place the vehicles within the reach of 
all. Such an enterprize as this has always been much needed 
here, and now that it is on the point of being started uncer 
favourable auspices, we predict for it the financial success 
which it deserves, Thus far the hackney carriages of New 
York have been miserably behind the age, and although within 
the last few years onc-horse covpés have been brought ivto 
requisition, as public conveyances they are few, expensive, 
and generally dirty, and the fact that as a rule they are less so 
than the two-horse coaches is not saying much in their favour, 
there being still ample room for impiovemeut. We advise the 
Company to be careful in the selection of drivers, and to avoid 
securing the services of the ineolent bullies and extortioner 
with whom all having much occasion to use hackney-coache 
in the Empire City, have too-often been brought ia unplea 
eant contact.

Section 6. The drivers of each vehicle belonging to said Cor- 
poration shall be entitled to demand and receive for hire of such 
Cab the fares here prescribed, as follows: 

1. For any distance within and not exceeding one mile, for a 
single passenger, thirty cents; and for two persons, forty cents. 

2. For any distance additional to one mile, for each mile and 
fractional part of a mile, for a single passenger, thirty ceuts ; and 
for two persons, forty cents. 

3. For any time within and not exceeding one hour, for a single 
passenger, seventy-five cents; for two persons, one dollar; and 
for any time ‘additional, for each hour and fractional part of an 
hour, lor a single person, seventy-five cents ; and for two passen- 
gers, one dollar. 

4. In addition to said fares, as here set forth, the said drivers 
are authorized to demand and receive one-half of the same in 
addition, when the p or p gers are so conveyed by 
them between the hours of twelve o'clock in the evening and six 
o'clock in the morning. 

Section 7. No driver of a Cab belonging to said Corporation,
